eighteen handred and sixtj-twOj the confused condition of title& giTen 

by the State for lauds selected hy her agents under tbe various ActB of 

Congress donating them to the State, and sold to purchasers under our 

'statutes, baa been fully sot forth. 

It gives me pleasure at this time to be able to report that a basis for 
the adjustment of all the differences existing between the United States 
and State authorities in regard to the construction of the several Acts 
of donationj and of all the difficulties arising out of the early legislation 
of the State, which in some instances authorized improper and illegal 
selectioDB of these lands, has been perfected in a most satisfactory man- 
ner in the passage of an Act of Congress entitled an Act to quiet land 
titles in Calif or nia, approved July twenty- third, eighteen hundred and 
sixty- six. 

Although the differenceB and difficulties above referred to, and the 
confused and uncertain condition of the titles which the State had pre- 
vious to the passage of this law given to purchasers under her statutes, 
have frequently been fully treated of in former reports, it is believed 
that a brief repetition of them and of the causes which occasioned them, 
published in connection with the law which settles and adjusts them, 
showing the effect of the law upon each of the causes of the difficulty, 
will be of great benefit to the eleven thousand purchasers who hold 

I State titles. 
CAUfiES AND T^ATITEE OF THE DIFFIOULTIllB, 
By the eighth section of an Act of Congress entitled an Act to appro- 
priate the proceeds of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights, 
approved September fourth, eighteen hundred and forty-one^ a grant of 
five hundred thousand acres was made to the several States named in 
the first section of the Act, for tbe purposes of internal improvement, 
which %vas extended to each new State wbich should thereafter be 
admitted, upon admission into tbe Union. 

This grant distinctly specifies that tbe selections under it shall be 
made within the limits of the respective States in such manner as the 
'jBgislatures thereof may direct ; thai they shall be located in parcels 



conformably to sectional divisions and subdivisions of not less than 
three hundred and twenty acres in any one location, on any pabliclmd 
except such as is or may be reserved from sale by any law of CoDgresB 
or proclamation of the Prcpident of the United States, which said loci- 
tionH may be made at anv time afler the lands of the United States in 
Raid States reHpcctively mall have been surveyed according to extttmg fowf. 

Ilere Ih an express provision that the selections shall be made after 
the survey of the lanus b^' the United States; and yet, notwithstandiDg 
this exprcHH provision, the Legislature of this State, at its session iji 
eighteen hundred and fifty-two, parsed an Act to provide for ihe dispoBtl 
of these lands, and authorized the Governor to issue and sell at the 
State Treasury, warrants commonly known as school land warrants,* in 
sums of not less than one hundred and sixty nor more than three hun- 
dred and twenty acres in one warrant, to the amount of five hnndred 
thousand acres, at the rate of two dollars per acre; and authorized the 
purchasers of sai<l warrants to locate the same upon any vacant and 
unappropriated public land of the United States in the State of Califo^ 
nia, before the official survey, and declared that the locations thus made 
should secure to the locator the possession of such lands until the survey 
by the United States. 

Under this statute, between the date of its passage and April twenty- 
third, eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, at which time anotuer method 
was j)r()vi<led by statute for the sale of the unsold portion of this grant, 
the State had sold of the above described warrants two hnndred and 
thirty-seven thousand seven hundred and sixty acres, which embraces 
all the school hind warrants over issued by the State. 

The nrivilego given by the laws of the State of locating upon unsur- 
voyed hinds induced many persons who desired to secure more laud 
than was permitted by the pre-emption laws of the United States, to 
purchase and locate these warrants. 

A largo ]>roportion of the locations thus made wore parcels of three 
hundred and twenty acres each, by industrious and enterprising pioneers 
of our valleys and plains, who mado their homos upon and cultivated 
the lands so purchased, and who, farming upon the large scale usually 
adopted in tins Stuto, were not content witii one hundred and sixty acres. 

Purchasers of lands from persons claiming to hold Mexican or Spanish 
grants, in many instances became doubtful of the validity of the grants, 
and purchased and located those warrants to secure, as they supposed, 
titles to thoir lands. 

In this manner a majority of all tho warrants issued were originally 
located upon unsurveyed land, and the locators, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to tho requirements of the Act of Congress, acquired by such 
location no rights under tho laws of the United States, and only an 
oxceedingly doubtful right of possession under tho statutes of our State, 
which could not hold good as against a pro-emptor under the Act of 
Congress of March third, oigbtoen hundred and fifty-three, extending 
tho right of pre-emption to unsurveyed lands. The Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, and other officers of the United States, when- 
ever tho lands were officially surveyed, emphatically denied and repudi- 
ated these locations, and whenever applied for, permitted pre-emption 
and homestead filings upon the same land. 



. * Article IX, Section II of the Constitution of this State, subsequently ratified by Congress, 
derotes the proceeds of this grant to the support of common schools. 
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At on 00 the cofiflict began. The State purchaser, relying in good faith 
upon the title derived from the State under a solemn enactment of its 
Legislature, snnctioned by the Governor, resisted in the field in aomo 
instanoeStand in the Courts in others, what be regarded as the encroach- 
ment of the settler, who, relying upon the equally solemn acts of 
Congrese, declared lb at no «uch right of location wae given in the Act 
of donation, while the right of pre-emption upon unsurveyed lands was 
given by the law of March thirds eighteen hundred and fifty- three. 

The earliest deeieions of our Supreme Court sustained the loeations. 

Chief Justice Field, at the Octoher term, eighteen hundred and sixty ^ 
an the cam of Doll v, ileador (16 Cal, p. 815,) in giving the unanimous 
opinion of the bench, says: 

^' It is to be observed that with reference to the States referred to in the 
first section of the Act, the selections and locations are to be made after 
the Jands of the United States in those States respectively have been 
surveyed aceot^ling to existing law^s. But with reference to the new 
Slates, the time of selection and location ie not designated. The con- 
el ad in g words of tbe grant to them, providing that the land is * to bo 
selected and located as aforesaid," refer, as we conceive, only to the man- 
ner and form of the selection, and the quantity which the several parcels 
must embrace. Conformity in the locations w^ith tbe sectional divisions 
and subdivisions is required to preserve intact the general system of sur- 
veys adopted by the Federal Govern mentj and to prevent inconvenience 
which would ensue from any departure therefrom. When, therefore, 
any location is made by the State previous to the survey of the United 
StateSj it must be subject to change, if sabsequently upon the survey 
being made it be found to want conformity with the lines of such 
survey/' 

And in a supplemental decision made in the same ease, Chief Justice 
Field says : 

** The Act of September fourth, eighteen hundred and forty -one, does 
as we stated, require the locations of the State to be made conformably 
to sectional diviaions and iuhdivisionSj but does not require the State to 
postpone the selections until the survey of the United States/* 

In the case of Yan Valkenberg v. McCloud, at the January term, 
eighteen hundred and sixty- three, the Supreme Court fully and clearly 
reiterates the some opinion, and confirms a location of school land war^ 
rants upon unsurve^'ed lands. 

In regard to the location of school land warrants upon un surveyed 
lands, the above named opinions of the Supreme Court appear to have 
remained unchanged until the April term in eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, in the case of Terry v* McgerlcT w^hen Chief Justice Sanderson , in 
rendering the opinion of the Court, after quoting the eighth section of 
the Act of donation, says : *' Under the last clause of the foregoing sec- 
tion, California, upon hor admission into the Union, became vested with 
an interest in the public lands within her borders, to the extent of five 
hundred thousand acres, (having never received any previous grants,) 
the same, however, to be selected and located in the manner and at the 
time specified in the immediately preceding part of the section, to which 
the words at the close of the section, * to he sehcfed and lotakd ub aforesaid/ 
directly refer /'^ 
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The words ** tohe $dected o« a/ore$aid" in our judgment inclnde both 
the manner and the time of the selection and location, and not the man- 
ner merely, as was held in Doll v. Meador (16 Cal. 815.) The language 
is not that the land shall be selected in the manner as aforesaid, but " as 
aforesaid." That portion of the section to which the words ^' as afore- 
said " refer, prescriDcs not only the manner of the selection but the time 
also, and by no rule of construction can it be said that they refer to the 
one and not to the other. There is no ambi^ity in the language used; 
on the contrary, the meaning is too plain and obvious to admit of doubt 
The language is, *' located as aforesaid," that is to say, in parcels of not 
less than three hundred and twenty acres, conformably to sectional divi- 
sions and subdivisions, and after each turvey has been made. 

Since the above decision the decisions of the lower Courts have been in 
accordance therewith. 

Of the many locations of school land warrants upon unsurveyed lands, 
comparatively few were contested in the Courts, probably from the fiu^t 
that no contestant claimed the lands under the United States, or in most 
cases whore such claims wore made, the locators, after this decision, 
abandoned their claims and floated their warrants; but in all cases where 
no adverse right existed prior to July twenty-third, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-six, and such locations were not floated, they are absolutely 
confirmed to the State and her purchasers under the Act of Congress of 
that date before referred to, and which will be more fully set forth in 
this report. 

As before stated, under the Act of eighteen hundred and fifty-two, two 
hundred and thirty-seven thousand seven hundred and sixty acres of 
school warrants were disposed of previous to April twenty-third, eigh- 
teen hundred and filty-oight, at which time an Act passed the LegisU- 
ture and became a law, authorizing the sale of the unsold portion of the 
five hundred thousand acre grant uy location at one dollar and twenty- 
five cents per acre in coin, through locating agents appointed for each 
land district in the State, suspending the further sale of warrants ; selec- 
tions to be made only after survey by the United States, but still pro- 
viding that school land warrants outstanding might be located as before. 

Under this Act of eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, as all the selec- 
tions were made in conformity with the provisions of the Act of dona- 
tion, no difficulty has occurred, except in few eases where errors have 
been made in the locations. 

GRANT OF SIXTEENTH AND THIRTY-SIXTH SECTIONS. 

The difficulties growing out of the selections and sales made by the 
State under this grant wore more numerous, and more difficult of adjust- 
ment, than any and all others combined ; but they also have been fully and 
satisfactorily adjusted by the Act of Congress " to quiet land titles in 
California," before referred to, except in those cases where selections 
upon unsurveyed land were at the time of the passage of the Act of July 
twenty-third, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, in conflict with other 
valid claims. By an Act of Congress, approved March third, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-three, entitled an Act to provide for the survey of 
the public lands in California, the granting of pre-emption rights 
therein, and for other purposes, there was granted to the State of Cali- 
fornia, for the purposes of public schools in each township, sections 
sixteen and thirty-six of every township in the State. 

Section six of the Act reads as follows : 



p 



" And he it further macied, That all the public lands in the State of 
California, whether Bnv^^eyed or unsurvojedt with tho exception q£ seo- 
tioua sixteen and thirtj-eixj which shall be and hereby are granted to 
the Stato for tlie purposes of public schools in each township, and with 
the exception of lands appropriated under the authority of thia Act, or 
reserved by competent authority, and excepting also the lands claimed 
under atiy foreign grant or title, and the mineral lands, shall be subject 
to the pre-emption laws of fourth September, eighteen hundr^sd and 
forty-one/' 

Section seven of the same Act reads as follows : 

'* And be it farther enacted^ That where any settlement, by the erec- 
tion of a dwelling houeej or the cultivation of any portion of the land^ 
shall be made apou the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections before the 
same shall be surveyedj or where such selections may be reserved for 
public uses, or taken by private claims, other land shall be selected by 
the proper autharitiee of the State in lieu thereof^ agreeably to the pro- 
yisions of the Act of Congress approved on the twentieth day of May, 
eighteen hundred and twentj-sixj entitled an Act to appropriate 
lands for the support of schools in certain townships, and fractional 
townships, not before provided for^ and which shall be subject to 
approval by the Secretary of the Interior. And nq person shall make a 
settlement or location upon any tract or parcel of land selected for a 
military post, or within one mile of such post, or on any other lands 
reserved by competent authority; nor shall any person obtain the bene- 
fits of this Act by a settlement or location on mineral lands." 

On the twenty-second of April, eighteen hnndred and sixty-one, the 
Governor approved an Act passed by the Legislature, authorizing the 
selection of otber lands *' in lieu of those sixteenth and thirty-sixth sec- 
tions already sold by the Genera! Government to the pre-emptors, or 
which may be reserved or covered hy private claims or grants, or which 
the State may acquire, the right to i^elinquieh and choose other lands in 
lieu tberoof/' and also authorizing the selection of surveyed or unsur- 
veyed land in such ca^^es, thus plainly indicating their construction of 
both the sixth and seventh sections of the Act of donation ; and from 
the passage of thia Act to the first day of April, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-four J the State continued to select and eeU both surveyed and un- 
surveyed lands in lieu of such ^* school sections" as were so covered, 
and the Courts of the State sustained such selections and sales until the 
January term of the Supremo Court, in eighteen hundred and sixty^five. 

The law authorizing the sale of unsiirveyed lands at one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per acre, in lieu of '^ school sections/' offered such 
facilities for securing what were supposed to be good titles to lands 
before they were placed in market by the United States, that an unpre- 
cedonlcd demand prevailed for this class of lands, and at the time of 
preparing the report of this office for the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-three, the applications to purchase "■ lands in lieu," filed in this 
office, amounted to three hundred and twenty seven thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty -eight and sixty one-hundredths acres. 

During all this time the Commissioner of the General Lrand Office pos- 
itively denied the right of the Stat© to select unsurveyed lands under 
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the grant, and quite as positivelj denied the right of the State to select 
any lands whatever, either surveyed or unsurvejed, in lien of sach 
** school sections" as were covered by Mexican grants; and invariably, in 
cases of contest between the purchaser from the State and the pre- 
emptor, decided in favor of such pre-emptor, even though the State 
selection had priority of date, in view of this fact, and of the j&ct that 
the difficulty was constantly increasing by continued sales, and enter- 
taining some doubts of the final result, and desiring not to lead par- 
chasers from the State into further difficulty, 1 drew up and presented 
to the Legislature, at its session of eighteen hundred and sixty-three 
and sixty-four, an Act to suspend sales of unsurveyed lands in lieu of 
" school sections," which became a law on the first of April, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four. 

Subsequently the Supreme Court, at its January term, in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five (see 27 Cal., p. 515,) in the case of Grogan v. 
Knight et als., in which Grogan, relying upon a State certificate of par- 
chase of unsurveyed lands Helected in lieu of a *' school section " cov- 
ered by a grant, sought to eject the defendants, decided that the acts 
and proceedings of the officers acting on behalf of the State did not con- 
fer upon the purchaser from her even the right of possession of a tract 
of unsurveyed land. 

A moment's consideration of this decision, in connection with the fact 
that the Legislature of the State had authorized the selection and sale 
of these lauds, and that thousands of our citizens, relying confidently 
upon the promiscH contained in the law that titles should be given them, 
had in good faith purchased and paid their money into the State Treasury, 
will convey some idea of the embarrassing position in which the State 
was placed by the Acts of its Legislature. 

In regard to the selection of surveyed land in lieu of such " school 
selections " as were covered by Mexican grants, the right to make which 
was denied by the Commissioner of the General Land Office, the State 
authorities, believing they were in the right and the Commissioner in 
the wrong, never directea the suspension of such sales, and they are still 
continued; and the right is now fully recognized by Congress in section 
six of the Act of July twenty-third, eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 

SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS. 

By an Act of Congress, approved September twenty-eiffhih, eighteen 
hundred and fifty, there was granted to each State in the Union in which 
such lands were situated, the whole of those swamp and overflowed lands 
made unfit thereby for cultivation, which remained unsold at the date of 
the passage of the Act, for the purpose of enabling the several States to 
construct the necessary levees and drains to reclaim them. 

By the Act it is made the duty of the Secretary of the Interior, " as 
soon as may be practicable after the passage of the Act," to make out an 
accurate list and plats of the lands so designated, and transmit the same 
to the Governors of the several States in which such lands were situate. 

Sixteen years after the date of the Act, no such list had reached the 
Governor of this State — with the exception of four hundred and eighty 
acres — although the public surveys had been extended over a large por- 
tion of the State, and township plats, showing large quantities of such 
lands, had been approved by the United States Surveyor-General and 
forwarded to the department. 

On the twenty-eighth of April, eighteen hundred and fifty-five, the 



jGgislature passed an Act authorizing the sale of theeie lawds to any and 
all applicants, upoD the survey of the County Surveyor* 

Those surveys were not confined to those townships which bad been 
sarveyed by tbe tJnited States, but sales were made in all cases upon 
the survey and return of tbe County Surveyor, witbout any testimony 
relating to the character of the land. 

Sales under this law. and under the Acts of eighteen hundred and fifty* 
eigbt, eigbtecn hundred and fifty-nine, and eighteen hundred and sixty- 
tbree^ — which later laws require ample proof of the character of the 
land — have continued from eighteen hundred and fifty-five to the present 
time, and under their various provisions the State has sold almost one 
million acres of this class of lands, which had, in many instances by 
individual enterprise, and in many others under a system adopted by 
the State, been reclaimed and rendered fit for cultivation ; yet, for six* 
teen years after the grant was made, and eleven years after the com- 
mencement of sale by the State^ the proper authorities of the United 
States had not formally recognized our title to a single acre i and, io his 
Instrtictions to the United States Surveyor-General, the Commissioner of 
the General Land Offliee directs him to leave out of bis lists any swamp 
lands claimed by pre-emptors under the laws of the United States j tbe 
effect of this instructsonj if sustained by tbe Courts, would be to deprive 
the State of all tbe swamp lands which any person would rather enter 
under the pre-emption laws than purchase of the State at one dollar per 
acre in coin, and, until such lists were made, to leave liable to pre-emp- 
tion lands purchased from the State and reclaimed by tbe purchaser, 
especially in cases where tracts of more than one hundred and sixty 
acres in one survey have been so purchased and reclaimed. 

OTHER GEANTS. 

Tbe seventy-two sections granted to the State for tbe benefit of a 
seminary of learnings and the ten sections to aid in the erection of public 
buildings, were all sold prior to eighteen hundred and sijcty-two, except 
a small portion reserved to correct any errors which may be found in 
the final adjustment of the grants ; and, although up to January first, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, no lists reeognissing our titles to the lands 
selected had been received from the Departmeot of the Interior since 
all the selections were made strictly in accordance with the law and 
upon snrveyed lands, no difficulty has been anticipated, although tbe 
long delay tends to discourage holders of the State titles, and to encour- 
age others to disrespect and disregard them. 

Of the one hundred and fifty thousand acres granted to this State for 
purposes of an agricultural college, no selections nor sales have yet been 
made, and consequently no difficulty has arisen \ and as selections can 
be made only from lands subject to private entry by any person at 
one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre in currency, while the State 
requires the payment of one dollar and twenty*five cents per acre in 
coin, neither sales nor difficulties can reasonably be anticipated until a 
change in the State law relating to sales, or in the United States law 
relating to selections, is effected* 

EFFORTS FOR ADJUaXMENT. 



The difficulty of adjusting all these differences and of procuring from 
the United States, and furnssbiog to every purchaser under the State 
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laws a full and perfect title to the lands he had bought in good faith, 
without interfering with the rights of others, cannot be fully appreciated 
without briefly considering the many attempts and the equally many 
failures made by the State prior to their final settlement, or the estab- 
lishment of the basis for such settlement. 

In the year eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, when the only difficulty 
was in regard to procuring titles to the swamp and overflowed lands, H. 
A. Higley, Esq., then Surveyor-General, visited Washington, and, after 
interviews and correspondence with the Commissioner of the Greneral 
Land Office, procured forms of affidavits for proving and establishing the 
character of the swamp lands claimed by the State, which forms were 
substantially the same as those used in the segregation made under the 
direction of the Board of Swamp Land Commissioners in eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-one, and which were rejected by the Commissioner, as will 
hereafter be shown; and the earnest labors of the Surveyor-General 
were lost for want of proper attention to our interests by the Land Office 
at Washington. 

Another attempt was made by the Legislature in May, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, by creating a Board of Swamp Land Commissioners, and 
directing them to take charge of the segregation and reclamation of all 
the swamp and overflowed lands within the State. 

This Board, during the first year of its existence, with much care and 
expense, caused segregation surveys to be made in a number of those 
counties in which the largest and most valuable tracts of swamp land 
existed, and the surveyors making such segregations procured the 
affidavits of reliable witnesses — early residents and settlers in the vicinity 
of the lands — of the character of the land embraced in their segrega- 
tions ; these affidavits were substantially in the form required by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office. 

Maps of these lands were made and forwarded through the Governor 
to the Land Office at Washington, and, subsequently, certified copies of 
all the affidavits were also forwarded. 

After long delay, these certified copies were returned without any 
objection to their form or sufficiency, except that they were copies, and 
that the originals must be sent. Accordingly, the certified copies were 
placed in the files and the originals forwarded, which, in the course of 
time, were returned rejected for an informality which did not exist in 
one tenth portion of them, as shown by the report of this office for the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-four. 

Late in the session of the Legislature of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two, previous to which time, in addition to the swamp land troubles, the 
difficulties in regard to school warrant locations and *'lien land" loca- 
tions had begun to develop themselves, the Legislature appropriated five 
thousand dollars, and appointed the Hon. William H. Parks, Commis- 
sioner to proceed to Washington to adjust all the differences in regard to 
the several grants. 

The Commissioner was furnished from this office with necessary docu- 
ments to establish the claims of the State, and his report shows that an 
earnest eflFort was made to eff'ect a settlement and obtain a recognition 
of the rights of the State in the matter, but complains that, *' owing to 
the peculiar views of the Commissioner, the State has not been able to 
obtain that to which she was justly entitled." 

At its next session, the Legislature passed the concurrent resolutions 

o^ ' -1 twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, which clearly 

'D a brief and general manner, the difficulties and their causes, 
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and requested our Senators and Kepreaentatives to procurs the paBsago 
of a law which should adjust the whole laud questioo so far as the sales 
made by the State were concerued. 

Copies of these resolutions were seut to the Secretary of the luterior, 
and to the Comnaiasioner of the General Land Office, accompanied bj a 
com muni cation from this office setting forth concisely all the differeoces, 
and requesting their co-operation with our delegation in the passage of 
some law to adjust themj and requesting a reply, which never came. 

Before the next session of Congress, I prepared and forwarded to our 
delegation a bill designed to settle all the difficulties, and they, knowing 
the importance of securing the support of the head of the Land Office to 
the passage of any bill relating to the public lands, held several inter- 
Tiews with the Commissionerj discussing the points at issue, vainly 
striving to convince him of the errors in hie decisions and rulings, which 
they know were wrong, and to secure his assistance in settling the mat* 
ter in such a manner as would insure justice to the State and her par- 
chasers, 

Tho persistent manner in which the Commissioner insisted upon 
adhering to his orronootis positions, finally resulted in an almost total 
suspension of communication between him and the two members of our 
delegation who had been most active in urging a settlement, which, in the 
winter of eighteen hundred and si xty-aix, culminated In their demanding 
hi© removal; and not only was no support to be expected from that 
quarter, but, on the contrary, an opposition against which it would be 
difficult indeed to prevail. Matters remained in this condition with but 
little prospect of settlement, until the session of the Legislature in the 
winter of eighteen hundred and sixty -five and sixty-six, up to which 
time not an acre of any class of lands had been listed over to the State, 
or the title of the State to any of the lands inuring to her under the 
various grants, in any manner recognized by the officers of the General 
Crovernment. 

In the report of this office for the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
five, several plans for the adjiistment of these differences were suggested, 
and one strongly recommended, which, since it was successful, I quote t 

"In view of all the facts set forth in the foregoing discussion, the plan 
-which I would recommend for the disposal of all these differences w^ould 
be, that the Legislature at its next session should select an agent who 
is perfectly familiar with all the laws of donation, with all the questions 
of difference between the United States and the State authorities, with 
the instructions of the department to the local Registers, and with the 
details of our State laws, and their application in detail to the sales of 
State lands, and send him to Washington, with no other duty than to 
confer with the United States Commissioner in regard to all these ques- 
tions of difference, setting forth the dishonorable position in which the 
State will be placed if she fails to perfect the titles promised to pur- 
chasers under her laws, the embarrassing position in which the pur- 
chasers themselves wi!l be placed, and the vexatious and ruinous Htigation 
which such an event will involve. He should make the concurrent 
resolutions adopted by the Legislature on the twenty-fourth day of 
April J eighteen hundred and sixty-three, the basis and ground-worlc of 
his efforts, and urge the justness of the proposition therein contained. 
These resolutions simply confirm to the State, and the purchasers under 
her laws, all lands which have been selected as part of either of the 
donations to the State, and which have been sold in good faith to pur- 
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chasers; and provides, that if it shall be found, npon final iDTestigation, 
that the State has selected any lands to which she was not entitled, she 
shall pay to tbe United States one dollar and twenty-five cents for each 
and every acre so detormined to have been improperly selected. Of 
course it would not be asked to confirm any selections upon M^bich any 
right under the laws of the United States had attached at the date of 
selection, With such reasonable requests aa the above, it is believed 
that tbe co*operation of the Land Office can be obtained, not only to the 
passage of a bill which will confirm such sales and permit selections in 
lieu of school sections covered by grants, but also such modification of 
instructions to Registers as the law will permit^ and will be least 
oppressive to claimants under State law, while it does full justice to all 
claiming under the United States.'^ 

Early in the legislative session of eighteen huudred and sixty-five 
and sixty-ttix, at the request of legislators interested in the settle- 
ment of State titles, and acquainted with many of the difficulties 
regarding them, a bill was drawn up authorizing the Surveyor-Gen- 
erai to proceed to Washington as Commissioner on behalf of the 
State, and appropriating the sum of three thousand dollars to defray his 
expenses. This bill was referred first to the House Committee on 
Public Lands, and then to tbe Committee on Swamp and Overfiowed 
Lands, and to each the matter was explained, resulting in the unanimoiis 
report of both committees in favor of the passage of the bill. Its paS' 
sage through the House was not without opposition from many who 
honestly and earnestly urged as their belief that as two CommisBioners 
bad already been to Washington upon this busitiess, without effecting 
the object, there was but little hope that a third would accomplish it j 
while others urged that it was the duty of the delegation to attend to 
such matters, and that they would regard such a mission as interfering 
with their duties. 

The bill passed both land committees in the Senate, and was referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, where, by reason of the strategy of an 
opponent in disguise, it slept its last sleep. The friends of the measure 
urged me to let them procure for me a leave of absence, and to go, which 
1 consented to do ; and near tbe close of the session, leave oi absence 
was granted to me for six months. 

The Legislature adjourned on the second of April, eighteen hundred 
and eixty-biix, and on the nineteenth of the same month I left San Fran- 
cisco for Washington. Arriving there I found that our delegation had 
not been idle in this matter, and that four distinctly separate bills had 
been draw^n up, introduced, referred, and printed ; one by Senator Con- 
ness, one by Congressman Bidwell, and one by Judge Field, all tending 
far towards a settlement; and a fourth by Senator Hendricks and the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, which would have done but 
little good to the State* and would have removed but few of our difiicul- 
ties* This bill Mr. Edmunds insisted should pass^ if any. Our delegation, 
overwhelmed with responsible and arduous duties which left them no 
idle moments, and not entirely familiar with all tho minute details of 
these difficulties, which had been for years accumulating, and the many 
questions of the custom and practice of a land office* which no person 
who had not been for years in daily contact with them could be, wel- 
comed my arrival J and permitted me to raake the attempt to discuss the 
BEiattor with the Commissioner, and then draw a bill which would secure 
hm support, if possible. I desire here to state that I was most cordially 
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received hj Commissioner Edmunds, who gave me hia entire Attention 
in several long interviews with closed doors, to the exclusion of all other 
bneiness, and that he manifested a diBposition to fully unders^tand and 
assist in settling our land troubles. 

The first question formally diseue&ed with him was the right of the 
State to make seleetioDS anywhere tvithin the saTne land ih'sitric(\ in lieu of 
those school sections settled u)](pn prior to survey, reserved for public 
nses, or taken by private claims, and which right he bad constantly 
denied, and had requfred such selections to be made within the same 
township or trom the adjacent vacant land. As my brief upon this sub* 
ject (which was printed and sent to him) is shorthand contains many 
precedents eatablishing that right, I give it entire.

Sir: — Instructions have been received from the General Land Office 
to the Roasters and Receivers of the several United States Land Offices 
in California, to the effect, that in all cases where the State is entitled to 
indemnity for school sections which may be or may have been settled 
upon prior to survey, resei'ved for public uses, or taken by private claims, 
the selections in lien of such sections must be confined to the Ramo town- 
ship, or to the nearest adjacent township wherein good land exists. (See 
Rule 1st of Circular of Instructions to Register and Receiver at Marys- 
ville. Cab, dated Au^^uat 21st, 18tj2.) 

Previous to the date of these instructions, the proper authorities of 
the State, believing that they were acting in accordance with existing 
laws, made such selections withm the same land distrkt in which the school 
section for which they were entitled to indemnity was situated. 

In support of the position that such action was correct, I beg leave to 
refer you to an Act entitled an Act to jirovide for the survey of the 
public lands in California, the granting of pre-emption rights therein, 
and for other purposes, approved March third, eighteen hundred and 
fif^y-three, by the sixth section of which Act, sections sixteen and thirty- 
six ^* shall be and hereby are granted to the State for purposes of public 
schools in each township,*' 

The seventh section of said Act provides, *Hhat where a settlement by 
the erection of a dwelling house, or the cultivation of any portion of the 
land, shall be made upon the sixteenth and thirty-sixth seetiorjs before 
the same shall be surveyed, or where such sections may be reserved for 
public uses, or taken by private claims, other land shall he selected by 
the proper authorities of the State in lieu thereof, agreeably to the pro- 
visions of the Act of Congress approved 3Iay tweotietbj eighteen hun- 
dred and twenty-six, entitled/' etc. 

Referring to section two of the last named Act, we find that the limit 
fixed from which these selectious shall be made, is in the following 
words, to wit : '^ Out of any unappropriated public land widmi the land 
diMrwi where the township for which st^nj tract is selected may be 
situated/* 

Thit^ principle of requiring such selections to be made within the same 
land district, was re-enacted in a general law on the twenty-sixth of 
February, eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, entitled an Act to authorize 
settlers upon sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections, who settled before the

surreys of the public landa, to pre-empt their settlements, (See Stat- 
utes at Large, Vol. XI, p, i^85,} 

CertaiD otber States aud Territories were, by special enactments, re- 
stricted for a time to uarrower limits in the sefectioo of lands in lieu of 
school sectioDS, as follows- 

An Act to authori^se the selection of certain school lands in lieu of 
school sections in the Territories of Florida, Iowa, and Wisconsin, ap- 
proved June fifteenth, eighteen hundred and forty^four, required such 
selections to be made " within any land district in said Territories mast 
adjacent to said lands so taken by private claims/' etc- 

The Act for the admission of Oregon, approved February fourteenth, 
eighteen hundred and forty-nine, required such selections to bo made "cw 
contiguous^ ax moy fte," etc» 

The Act for the admission of Kansas, approved Jauuary twenty- ninth , 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one, requires such selections to be made ** as 
c4}ntigufiHs as ma^ 6e *' to the lands in lion of which they are selected. 

It will be seen from the foregoing statement of facts, that all the laws 
herein quoted restricting States and Territories to narrower limits than 
the same land district in making these selections, have been special in 
their character, and applicable only to the States and Territories named 
therein, while the principles of the Act of May twentieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and twenty -sis, which in regard to quantity and limits within which 
such selections shall be made, were applied to California by the Act of 
March third, eighteen hundred and fifty-three, limiting those selections 
to the same land district only, and these principles as before shown were 
reiterated in the general law of February twenty-sixth, eighteen biin- 
dred aad fifty-nine. 

If this privilege has been taken away from California or impaired by 
any subsequent legislation by Congress, it has escaped my notice, and I 
would be pleased to be referred to it. 

In view of the facts above set forth, and of the fact that the State has 
made most of its selections, and made them in accordance with what we 
8till believe to be the law on the subject, and sold the land so selected to 
purchasers under her laws, and in order to perfect and quiet the titles of 
our industrious agriculturists, and avoid the endless litigation which 
otherwise must necessarily ensue, I do most respectfully ask, in behalf of 
the State of California, that the instructions of the Honorable Commis- 
sioner of the General iand Office to the Registers and Receivers of the 
several land offices in California, may he so modified and changed, as 
to limit the authorities of the State in such selections, only the same land 
district in which the school section in lieu of which they are made is 
situated - 

As my stay in Washington is necessarily very limited, and several 
other questions are to be referred to you, your early attention and 
answer is respectfully solicited.

To the brief wae acitled a verbal discus&ion^ at the cloeo of which the 
Commissioner admitted that perhaps bo bad done itijustiuo to our State 
in denying this privilege, and that he would eonsout to its insertion in 
any bill which might pass. Next, the ueveral bills which had been iiatro- 
dueed were discjusBed^ and his objections to them removed or carefully 
noted J and bis own bill criticised until he was satisfied it did not meet 
the emergency. 

After several of these interviews, I became satisfied I could draw 
a bill which he would support, and which would be satisfactory to the 
State } and with hia consent and that of the delegation I drew the bill 
which became the law of July twenty^hird, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
six ^ adopting much which was contained in the bills drawn by our dele- 
gation, especially that drawn by Mr. Connci's ; and at my nest interview 
with the Commissioner, occupying an entire evening, diecussedj for three 
hours, the merits of the bill, resulting in obtaining his warm support 
and a letter to Senator Ponieroy, Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Public Land.^, a copy of which I herewith submit :

Sir; — With a letter of the twenty-seventh March last from the Hon. 
Chairman of the Seriate Committee on Public Lands, this office received, 
and on the t^venty-ninth of that month submitted, the Commiaeioner^s 
viowft in regard to Senate bills i^os. 187 and 206^ to quiet land titles in 
the State of California. 

Since then, and to present date, the subject has at different times been 
drawn in review, discussed, and fully conaidorod, resulting in the pre- 
sentation of the enclosed Senate bill No. 343, reported to the Senate on 
the twenty-ninth ultimo. 

In this bill a very few amendments have been suggested. In the ninth 
linej the exclusion of the words " swamp lands, '^ (which the State will 
bold in place,) in the principle of indemnity on account of deficit school 
selections; in the seventh section, enlarj^dng the pre-emption privilege, 
so as to reach a meritorious class of purchasers under confirmed original 
Mexican titles, yet guarding other adverse interests j and in the eighth 
section, a material change, yet jnst in its purpose, so as to hasten the 
segregation of confirmed titles from public lands, and whore not timely 
surveyed at expense of parties to avoid unnecessary cost to the Govern- 
ment. 

\ the hill now stands^ this office, after a thorough examination of its 
Jtions, and impressed with the absolute necessity of enactment of 
measure in order to relieve the State and our people from the 
insufferable evils of uncertainty of titles, has no hesitation in recom- 
mending, and accordingly hereby recommends its passage.

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After the receipt of tbis letter, other briefs, which were beiDg pre- 
partid Qpon other questions of differeDce, wore siispeoded, m the former 
views of the Commissioner were waived m hia support of tho hill, aud 
would he fully met in its passage. Armed with this letter, Mr. Conn ess 
urged the bill through the Senate in nine days. Its progress in the 
Ilouee promised at first to be nearl}?^ equally rapid. It was referred to 
the Land Committee, discussed, and its passage recommended, and it wi 
generally agreed that Mr. McRiierj who wa« a member of that cotnmitt^ 
should report it- 

The popularity of the bill, and the rapid progress it was making, 
induced several parties having schemes of their own relating to lands in 
California which were not popular with our delegation, to endeavor to 
attach tbem, in the shape of amendments, to the bill; but the fixed pur* 
pose of our delegation to permit nothing which would tend to legislate 
away vested rights, prevented all such amendments being adopted in 
committee^ with a single exception. This exception was brought about 
by parties interested in dispossessing persons who had purchased por- 
tiori* of the Suscol Ranch o, in Solano County, and whose purchases had 
been confirmed to them by a special Act of Congress after the rejection 
of the grant. 

Before the day for this committee to report arrived, they succeeded in 
securing the services of Mr. Julian, chairman of the committee, and at a 
sparsely attended meeting of the committee he again called up tbe bill, 
leafier it was considered tol)e disposed of so far as tbe committee was con- 
Berned, and attached tbe amendment which they hoped would accom- 
plfsh tbeir ends. 

Mr. McRuer, justly indignant at auch a coui*se, protested warmly 
against it, and for attempting to have this amendment stricken off, be 
was roughly assailed hy the chairman, and the hill was taken away from 
him by the chairman, who declared he would report it hiraseJf, and pass 
the amendment or defeat the hill. 

Any person acquainted with congressional legislation is aware of the 
power which the person who reports a bill has to defeat it, if be pleases, 
and for this reason bills are always supposed to be, and almost invaria- 
bly are, reported by some person friendly to them ; yet this bill, by the 
power vested in tbe chairman of every committee to report any bill 
which comes before it, was placed in tbe hands of one who was an 
avowed enemy, unless he could attach to it a private measure, local in 
its effect, contrary to the wishes of our entire delegation, and contrary 
to the title of the bill, unsettling iostead of qnieting land titles in Cali- 
fornia. 

The effect of placing the bill in the hands of Mr. Julian, who has in 
many instances manifested his hostility to measures advocated by our 
[delegation, and to tbe members themselves, w^as fully appreciated hy its 
friends. 

Tbe session was drawing to a elose; measures of great national impor- 
tance and vital interest to tbe country were awaiting final action, and 
but little time could be expected to be given to a measure effecting only 
a single and distant State, and the great fear was of wearying the 
patience of the House while in session, and that it would go over with 
tbe unfinished business to the next session. 

Nigbt and day, at private interviews with the several members at 
leir residences, at the Capitol, and wherever they could be met, tho 
fe qav^tion of oar drflicultics, the embarrassing position in which 
*&t^ our State and the purchasers under her luwft wfete T^W^b^i "^^ W\'fe 
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terrible nnecrtainty of land titles, and the jast provieiooB of the bill to 
settle them, aod tbe certainty of defeat if the amendmtynt was passed, 
were earnestly and forcibly presented, until not one bad escaped the 
infliction of tbe tale of our grievances. 

This was tbe ofdy way in wbicb the amendment could be stricken off 
and tbe bill passed. 

When the report of tbe committee came in its order* the first morning 
bonr was entirely consumed by Mr. Julian in advocating tbe passage of 
his amendment, denouncing tbe CaHfornia delegation until called to order 
by the chair^ and applying barsb names to tbe agent of tbe State sent 
to at^sist in adjusting this matter, and to other Californians in Wash- 
ington who rendered efficient aid to that end. A second and third morn- 
ing boar, and forty minutes of the fourth were thus consumed by him 
in an evideDt and unfair endeavor to weary tbe House into laying it on 
the table and sending it orer to the next session, culminating in a 
motion from him to that effect^ which was voted down by a large 
majority. 

la view of tbe important unfinished business before CoDgress, it is 
almost a wonder that oar delegation were able so late in the session to 
prevent a motion to Jay on tbe table from passings and knowing that 
it would not be permitted to occupy another morning hour^ they pru- 
dently used only tbe remaining twenty minutes of tbe fourth morning 
hour to present tbe merits of the bill^ (except in their very pertinent 
interruptionB of Mr. Julian during bis few remarks,) when they pressed 
it to a vote, and passed it on the aeveotb of July^ substantially as it cam© 
from tbe Senate, by a vote of ninety-one to thirty j and on tbe twenty- 
third of July, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, tbe Act was signed by the 
President. 

I have been thus particular in reciting tbe details of the passage of 
this bill that new members of Congress may know and watch the source 
of the violent opposition it met. 

So many inquiries are made at this office for copies of the Act, and of 
tbe effect upon tbe several classes of purchasers, aod of the necessary 
steps to complete the titles confirmed by it, that I give it entire ;

Sec. 8. Ami he it ftirfher mncletf, That in all cases where a claim to 
land by virtue of a ri^bt or title derived from tbe Spanijsh or Mexican 
authorities has been finally confirmed, and a survey and plat thereof 
shall not have been requested within ten months from tbe passage of 
this Act. as provided by sections six and seven of the Act of July first, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, ^* To expedite the settlement of titles 
to lands in the Stat© of California " and in all cases where a like claim 
sball hereafter be finally confirmed, and a survey and plat thereof shall 
not be requested, as provided by said sections, within ten months after 
the passage of this Act, or any final confirmation hereafter made, it shall 
be tbe duty of the Survey or- Gen oral of the United States for California^ 
as soon as practicable after the expiration of ten months from the passage 
of this Act, or such final confirmation hereafter made, to cause the lines 
of the public surveys to be extended over such land, and he shall set off, 
in fall satisfaction of such grant, and according to the lines of the public 
surveys* the quantity of land confirmed in such final decree, and as 
nearly as can be done in accordance with such decree ; and all the land 
not included in such grant as so set off ^hall be subject to the general 
land laws of tbe United States; provided, that nothing in this Act shall 
be construed so as in any manner to interfere with the right of bona fide 
pre-emption claimants* 

Sec. 9. And he it further enacted^ That from the decrees of the District 
Courts of the United States for the District of California, approving or 
correcting the surveys of private land claims under Spanish or Mexican 
grants, rendered after tbe first day of July, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
five, an appeal shall be allowed for the period of one year after the entry 
of such decrees to the Circuit Court of the United States for California, 
as provided by section three of the Act of July first, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-four, to expedite the settlement of titles to land in the State 
of California, and the decision of the Circuit Court shall be final; pro- 
vided, however, that from decrees of the District Courts, as aforesaid, 
made after July first, eighteen hundred and sixty-five, and prior to the 
passage of this Act, an appeal may be taken to the United States Circuit 
Court for the State of California within one year from the approval of 
this Act. 

To persons at all familiar with the application of laws to particular 
cases, the Act is too plain to require any interpretation or application ; 
but as many of the purchasers of State lands are not of that class^ and 
rel}' upon others familiar with tbe subject for such application, I give 
herewith the effect of tbe law upon all classes of purchasers. Selections 
which tbe State had made according to la'vv required no act of confirma- 
tion, and were not affected by the Act, except so far as it gave double 
assurance of title in the State; but as before shown, a large number of 
selections bad been made contrary to tbe provisions of the several Acta 
of Congress which made the donations, and had been decided to be 
illegal by tbe Supreme Court of our State, while tbe right to make many 
other selections had been denied by the authorities at Washington with- 
out having been definitel}"^ passed upon by the Courts, leaving such right 
A matter of doubt, and titles to such selections consequently much 
unsettled. Section one of tbe Act confirms absolutely to the State all 
*bose seJeetlona which had been sold to purchasers in good faith, whether 
ider the swamp, sehoolj or any other of the graivts', ^TO^i^^i^io o^Jtk<5ss 
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right by reasoTi of settlement had attached to the hind prior to the pas* 
sa^e of the Act j with the certain few esceptioiiB referred to In the section. 

It matters not whetber the lands ao selected and sold were surveyed 
or nnsiirvojod ; but if tinsurveyed, as will be seen by section three of 
the Aet, parchasers from the State must see that their lands are marked 
oflT in tbo field, after which has been done the selections have the same 
force and effect as Tire-etnjHion rights upon unsurveyed lands. 

Purchasers shonld particularly observe this clause, and %vithin one 
year after the return of the tor^nship plat to the United States Land 
Office, shonld prove up their purchase from the State in the same manner 
as a pre-emptor proves up his claim. 

In section three of the Act provision is made for cases where the sur- 
vey made by the County Surveyor (the State survey) does not agree 
With that made by the United States. 

In such cases this office requires a certificate of correction to be filed 
by the State locating agent, in the following form :

Upon the filing of which, and surrender of the old certificate of purchase, 
or patent, other will be i.^sned contaniing the corrected description. 

By the fourth section of tbe Act it is made the duty of the Coraraia- 
sioner of the General Land Office ^ within one year after its passage, to 
certify over to the State as swamp and overflowed, all the lands repre- 
sented as such upon the approved plats of townships eurvej'ed by tbe 
United States. 

Under this provision, and up to this date, there have been listed and 
certified over to the State, three hundred and twenty-four thousand six 
hundred and seventy-eight and two one-hundredtha acres; of which one 
hundred and eighty- four thousand seven hundred and sixty-six and sixty- 
eight one-hundredths acres have been subsequently patented to the State. 

The year allowed for this listing over expired on the twenty-third of 
July Imty yet large quantities of land shown to be swarnp by the returns 
and approved plats of the United States Deputy Survey ora, are not yet 
listed ; but it is presumed that they soon will be. 

The long disputed right of the State to make selections in lieu of auch 
school sections as were covered by Mexican or Spanish grants, is fully 
settled in fnvor of the State by fiection four of the Act^ which eons trues 
the Act of March third, eighteen hundred and fifty-throe^ as ^ivin^ auch 
ri^ht This does more than to give na IbeiA^C ^tq\pl xN^i^ ^■a.v^ ^'^ *^^ 
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passage of the Act of eighteen hundred and gixty-eeven, for it rocognizes 
and declares that we have bad the right since eighteen hundred and 
fifty-three, and, con frequently , that all of the nunierons Belectiona of this 
class made by the State, were in accordatice with law, Ilad it simply 
given UB the right named, dating from the passage of the Act of eighteen 
hundred and eixty-six, our previous seleetionSj amonnting to more than 
three hundred thousand acres, would not have been recognized or con- 
firmed. 

MEXICAN ORANTBp 
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I desire to call particular attention to section eight of the Act, and to 
a serious evil which has \ou§r existed in our State, and which is full}' 
corrected by its provisions. Under it, all Mexican grants which have 
been final Ij^ confirmed are required to he surveyed and located, or the 
survey applied for, within ten months, and in eases of future final con- 
firmationSj within ten months of such confirmation ; and if not so applied 
for, it is made the duty of the United States Survey or-General to extend 
the lines of the public surveys over the land, and set apart the tir;i'anl in 
accordance with the decree of confirmation ; and thereafter all the land 
not included in the grant as so set apart becomes subject to the pre- 
emption laws of the United States. 

Under the decisions of our Courts, the holders of a grant — say of three 
leagues, to be located within exterior boundaries embracing ten leagues — 
could eject from the whole ten leagues any settler until their grant was 
precisely located. Therefore, in order to avail tiiera selves of time to 
determine which portion within their exterior boundaries w^as most valu- 
able, their grants, in most instances, remained unlocated for years, caus- 
ing great injustice to be done to those who desired to secure homes 
upon that portion which would not be included in the final survey. 

Section seven of the Act provides for those purchasers in good faith of 
portions of what they deemed to be valid Mexican grants, but which 
were subsequently rejected, and who have used, improved, and continued 
in actual possession of their purchases up to the time of the passage of 
the Act, and where no valid adverse right or title exists, by permitting 
them, after the survey, to enter their lands at the minimum Government 
price. 

The construction placed by the Land OfBce at Washington upon the 
terms contained in this section is, that each section or quarter sec- 
tion must come up by itself, and that a person, to avail himself of its 
provisions^ must prove purchase in good faith, possession by living in 
person on the land, or cultivation or in closure, and that a settlement, 
with a view to securing a pre-emption or homestead, would be a valid 
adverse title 

The projjer administration of this section will he of incalculable benefit 
to the State. I have no doubt that attempts may be made to secure 
lands under this section by persons who ha%^e done little more than to 
make a nominal purchase, but all the conditions must be complied with ; 
and from interviews had with the Commissioner on that subject, I am 
satisfied that no land will be secured under it without a full compliance 
with all its provisions, nor in any instance where a aottlement had been 
made adversely. 

In regard to that portion of the Act relating to Mexican grants, I 
will say. that as the agent of the State sent only to assist in adjusting 
tH)cs to State lands, I did not desire that anything not relating to such 
^gf0 sbonld be embodied in the bill, fearitvg It m\g\ii ^fto\^aA*dize its 
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passage ; but as the delegation decided that while settling land Utlos all 
the evils that could bei remedied, should, it was iuBerted in the bill^ and 
will prove of incalctilablo benefit in settling titles to the class of lands to 
which it relates* 

On the day of the final passage of the Act, the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office being overwhelmed with duties, and as I had been 
constantly there for nine week a, I left Washington, agreeing, after the 
Act was signed by the President, and Congress adjourned, and the Land 
Office was relieved of a portion of the business which during the session 
crowds upon it, to return and agree upon the details of a plan by which 
the lands should be listed over to the State 

During my absence from Washington I kept ap a correspondence with 
the Commissioner in regard to many selections rejected for want of regu- 
larity^ and for technical errors^ as well as in regard to the ins tractions 
to be sent to the United States Surveyor- General and the Registers and 
Receivers of the Land Offices in this State, and iramcd lately before the 
adjournment of Congress I returned to Wasbiugtou to confer with him 
concerning instructions and other matters. 

Unfortunatelyj at this time, the Commissioner^ Mr. Wilson, was con- 
fined to his room by a severe illnesi^ which prevented that fiill confer- 
ence I had desired. Nevertheless, ho received me in his room, where 
the general plan was agreed upon, and the details of the rest left to be 
arranged through the medium of a correspondence. After a short stay, 
I again left Washington, and when the Commissioner had recovered, 
continued our correspondence, which resulted in the followiug instruc- 
tions, sent to the several Registers and Heceivers, and the United Slates 
Surveyor-General, in this State, which, although not quite as liberal to 
the State in some particulars as I had asked, show a spirit of fairness, 
and a de term illation to act promptly in settling this long standing dlffi^ 
culty :

Gentlemek ; — Annexed is an Act of Congress, approved July twenty- 
thirdj eighteen hundred and sixty-six, to quiet land titles in California. 

The first section confirms the title to the State in tkny public lands 
which California has heretofore selected under any grant by Act of Con- 
gress where the State has disposed of the same to purchasers in good faith 
under ber laws, with the following e^ufpihn^ : Lands to which a valid 
adverse homestead, pre-emption, or other rights shall have been acquired 
at the date of the Act, under the laws of the United States; or any 
lands which have been reserved for naval, military, or Indian purposes; 
or any mineral lands; or any lauds held or claimed under any vaJid 
Mexican or Spanish grant; or lands included, at the date of the Act, 
within the limits of any city, town, or village, or within the County of 
San Francisco; restricting such selections to the quantity allowed bylaw 
for schools or improvement purposes. 

The second section requires the State authorities to give notice^ where 
it has not been done, to the Register of the proper Land Office, of all 
selections named in section one of the Act, where the lands have been 
finrreyed by the United States at the passage of this Act, such notice to 
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be treated as the date of the State selections. Thereupon, after due ex- 
amination and tefiting the same witb your records, 3^ou will promptltf 
certify and transmit said list to \\\\% oflice for final aclron in the vs^nj of 
in vest in t? the State with title. Yon will of cotirBe also transmit, after 
proper oxaniination, any and all other such lists as may have been dnly 
filed before the pai!?eage of said Act. 

The third section provides that where the selections in the first section 
of the Act are on lands not surveyed by the United States at the passage 
of the Act, bnt which have been surveyed and marked off in the field by 
State, anthority, and sold to purchasers in good faith under the State 
laws, the selections shall have the force and effect of a pre-emption 
right, and wpon the survey of such lands by the TTnited States, the selec* 
tions must be made to conform to the legal subdivisions. Upon filing 
with the Register the township plat of survey including such selections, 
the holder of the State title shall be allowed the same time to present 
and prove up his purchase and claim as is allowed to pre-emptorw nnder 
existing laws, and if such selections shall be found in accordance with the 
first section of the Act, lands of this class shall be certified over to the 
State by the Commissioner of the General Land Office. 

You will take care promptly to adjudicate and report all claims ivhich 
may be estahlished under this statu tor}^ provision. 

The fourtli, fifth , and eighth sections, and a portion of the sixth sec- 
tion of the Act, relate to swamp, school selections, Spanish and Mexican 
claims, which form the subject of a special letter of this date — copy here- 
with to the Surveyor-G-eneral. 

Heferrin^ to the sixth section of the Act in regard to selections in lieu 
of sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections, or portions thereof not granted in 
place, I have to advise you that the circular bearing date twenty-first 
August, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, from this office, to all Canfornia 
laud offices, is hereby so far modified as to permit the indemnity selec- 
tions to be made within the same land district in which the deficiencies 
occur. 

Further, that the instructions in section seven of said circular, also in 
note number two of the form for indemnity school selections, transmit- 
ted to you with letter dated March second, eighteen band red and sixty, 
are so far rescinded as to allow selections in cases w^here townships are 
covered wholly or in part by a private claim. 

In ascertaining from the plats the full proportional amount of school 
land to which any township is entitled, you will liereafter include the 
area of private claims with the area of public lands in calculating the 
superticial contents of the township, and the proportional amount of 
school land to which such township is entitled. 

The form transmitted March second, eighteen hundred and sixty-aix> 
will be used in making this class of selections, yet subject to the modifi* 
cations hereinbefore mentioned- 

Section seven allows persons who purchased in good faith and for valu- 
able considerations, lands of Mexkan t/ranlees where the grants have been 
rejected, or where the lands so purchased have been excluded from the 
final survey of such grant, to purchase the same from the United States 
afler the survey of such lands under existing laws, at the minimum price 
established by law, upon making satisfactory proof before the Register 
and Ileceiver as to their original purchase before mentioned* and that 
they have used, improved, and continued in actual possession of the 
same, provided that no valid adverse right or title exists to the same ;

If it Bhall be mude to appear by a showing from th© above clasB of 
claimants, tbat injury would result to permanent iraproTcments from 
ranniiig the lines of public survey througl* such improvements, the Cam- 
mission er of the General Land Office Ib authorized to recognize exietiug 
JineB of subdivJEiion. 
In adjudicating and reporting upon any claims coming within this 
rovision, you will take care in all cases to obtain from the Surveyor- 
General a corrected plat, exhibiting the exact out boundariei* of §uch 
rejected claim, bo that when the cases come up for reviftion at the depart- 
ment, the fact may clearly appear, in every casCj that the tract& claimed 
are within the actual limitB of such rejected claim. 

The ninth and last section makes provision for appeals from decrees of 
United States District to the Circuit Court, in reference to Spanish or 
Mexican grants rendered after the hret day of Jnly^ eighteen hundred 
and sixtj^'five, as provided for by section three of the Act of July firstj 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, provisions you will of course take 
notice of in acting upon any matter connected with such intereste, yet 
the stipulations there made are to be more immediately kept in view by 
the United States Surveyor-General in acting upon such cases in regard 
p to applications for the return of surveys as the basis of patents. 
^L A copy of these iDstructiona will be sent to the Surveyor-Generah

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Sir; — I have to draw your special attention to the provisions of the 
eighth and ninth giections of the Act of Congress approved July twenty- 
third, eii^hteen hundred and sixty-si x, a copy of which accompanies 
other instructions to you of this date. 

The elf^hth section contemplates two classes of cases, viz : 

Fi'riif — Claims derived from Spanish or Mexican authorities which were 
finally confirmed at the passage of the Act, July twenty- third, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-mx. 

Secf^n/J — Claims of the same kind which may be confirmed after th© 
pas««age of the Act. Where parties may present their applications 
within ten months from the date of said Act of July twenty-third, 
eighteen hundred and sixtj^-six, for survey and plat in cases heretofore 
finally confirmed, you will of course cause the same to be duly surveyed 
according to the sixth and eeventh sections of the Act of the first of 
July, eii^hteen hundred and sixty-four, f Statu teSj Yol. XIII, p, 334 ;) and 
so in like manner you will deal with snch finally confirmed claims where 
application may be made within ten months next succeeding the Act of 
final confirmation, and in either class of cases make the a^^jroved survey 
retaras whwh are reqaired by law as tbe h^%\^ O? ^ftX^uVft. 
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When, however, in any ease falling within the abov© mentioncfl 
classes, the requisite applir^ution m not niatle m^ithin the period of limita- 
tion tixcd in this statiito/tbe law makes ityonrtluly thereafter to oxtenJ 
the lines of the public surveya over sueh elaims, and to "set off in full 
satisfaction of «uch grantw, and accortling to the lines of the pubh*c 
enrveys, the quantity of land contiirmed in etich final decree^ and as 
nearly as can be done in accordance witli such decree/* taking care to 
observe the provision in this ©eetion as to non interference ^' with the 
right of bona fide pre-emption daimante/' 

You will immediateh' ascertain in what claims of the first class snrveya 
have not been applied for^ and cause notice to be promptly served upon 
^the parties interested, of the requirements of the law, which it is your 
Inty to carry out. And in like manner you will timely bring to the 
notice of parties where claims may heroafier be tina41y coniirmed, the 
stipulation of the statute fixinj^ a limitation as to time witliin whicti con- 
firmees must apply for a specifics survey, in default whereof the location 
p-must be adjusted according to the lino? of the public surveys. 

The ninth section proxndes for appeals to the Circuit Court from the 
decision of the United States DiHtriet Court approving or correcting 
survey. 

You will be careful in making your final returns for patenting to show 
in your certificate whether the survey has been finally acted upon by the 
United States Supreme Court or the Circuit Court; and if appeal has not 
boon taken from the decree of the District Court, and the period for appeal 
has expired J you %vill send up with your retnrns of survey^ as the basts 
of patent, a certificate from the Clerk of the proper Court, showing that 
the decree of confirmation has become final and absolute, no appeal 
having been taken within the limitation fixed by the statute, 

Y'ou are requested to acknowledge the receipt of these instruetions.

Ste :- — The object of the following is specially to direct your attention 
to the swamp land interest in the State of California under the grant 
of September tw^enty -eighth, eighteen hundred and fifty » and the spcciat 
legislation found in the Act herewith^ approved tbe twenty *third of July, 
eighteen faundred and sixty-six, to quiet land titles in the State of Cali- 
fornia. 
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It IB obviooslj the iDtention of Congress in tliis Aot of eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six^ to reach all lands claimed or whieh may hereafter be 
claimed under I he origioal grant of eighteen hundred and liftj. 

These lauds may be elaas^d as follows : 

/Vr^r^— Selections made by California under snrveya by her authority^ 
where the Slate had sold tracts to individuals in good faith in townships 
where the United States surveys also had been made at the passage of 
said Aet. 

Second — Selections made by the State, and sold as aforesaid, in town- 
ships where no United States surveys had been made at the date of the 
Act. 

Third — Lands in townships surveyed or which may hereafter be sur- 
veyed by the Un^ed States^ and the plats thereof approved which may 
be represented on said plats as swamp and overflowed* 

Ihurfh—hiUids faliiog %vithin the segregation llnca of the State siii'- 
yeya, where the Bame conform to the system of United States surveys. 

Fi/fh — Lands in townships yet to be surveyed by the United States. 

^V-i/Zt—Lands claimed by the State as swarap^ but which may not be 
represented in the United States surveys. 

Seveyiih — Bodies of land notoriously swamp, which cannot be practi* 
cally subdivided. 

This classification will be observed in the instruction hereinafter com- 
municated. 

To the confirmation of any lands mentioned in the first and second 
dasseS] and referred to in section one of the Act, the following are 
declared exceptions : 

AU tracts on which any rights may have attached under the home- 
stead, pre-emption^ or other law of the United States ; all tracts reserved 
for iiavaL military, or Indian pui*poses ; all mineral lands; lands held or 
claimed under any valid McKican or Spanish ^rant j lands which at the 
passage of the Aet were included within the limits of anj- city^ town or 
village, or within the County of San Francisco, 

Fii'M ClasB — You are ineiructed to forward to this office, after the same 
shall have been carefully revised by the proper district land offices, 
listis of ali lands which California may have claimed as stcamp, and 
which the State in good faith may have sold to private individtials, when 
the «ame do not fall within the ejxf^tti&m herein before mentioned. 

The fact of selection and sale by the State must be established by 
proof which you shall adjudf^e satisfactory ^ and the Register and 
Eeceiver must be required to note and immediately report any coafliet, 
should such in any case exiat. 

If the tracts of this class claimed by the State should not conform to 
the United States system of surveySy tbey must be designated by num- 
bers as *' f^wamp lots," to enable this office to describe them with pro- 
fessional accuracy and precision in the patents. 

The lots as soon as practicable should be marked upon the approved 
township plats according to the system in practice in designating sur- 
veyed private claims^ and copies of such plats should be sent to this 
office. 

It will he necessary for you to esamine and adopt the State surveys 
of lands of this class, such surveys being within the confirmatory pro- 
visions of the second section of this Act, 

Secrjtid Olms — Survej's are required to he made by the United States as 
an indispensable preliminary to your report of selections under this 
second class. (See Sec* ^d of the Act.) 
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Parch asers under the Stale will then have the right of abowiDg by 
satisfactory testimony tUeir purchase and claims, withio the time 
allowed to pre-emptora, to ivit : one year after the filing of the approved 
plat Avith the district land officers. If the purchase from the State as 
awamp is eatisfactoriiy established^ and do interference is reported, the 
tracts should be listed as swamp lands. So in like manner, if upon sur- 
Tcy by the United States^ selections of this class are found not to conform 
to such United States surveys, the selections resting on State survey 
must be so adjusted as to make them conform with the General Govern- 
ment surveys, embracing as near as possible the original traeta claimed. 

Third Cltiss — You will examine forthwith those plats on which eegre- 

' gatioD surveys appear, and report in regular list form all tracts not 

'otherwise interfered with, which from said plats mayj:»e represented as 

swamp, and continue to report whenever new surveys may hereafter be 

made. 

Fourth Clms — In compliance with a clause in the fourth section of the 
Act J you are instructed to examine the State surveys and segregation 
maps in connection with the public surveys, and where they conform 
you will promptly list and report the tracts therein reprei^ented to be 
swamp, where no Interferences exist. 

Fifth Class — In townships where no segregation surveys have been 
made by the United States, this office by said Act is authorized to direct 
you, and you are accord m^^ly hereby instnietedj to cause the same to be 
made within one year after application by the Governor of the State. 
When said survey is completed in any town ship you will report in proper 
form the lands designated as swamp. 

8i\rth Oiass — Where the State may claim lands as swamp, not shown 
to be such by your plats nor included within the lines of segregation, 
you will, after due notice to all interested, take testimony relative to the 
true character at the date of the swamp grant of the lands of this class. 
After fully considering this testimony, you will decide as to the right of 
the State to the lands in question, subject to the approval of the Com- 
missioner, and transmit each case, properly numbered, with the papers 
pertaining thereto, to this office for final action. 

Seventh Cias^ — Bodies of land notoriously swamp, and which for that 
reason cannot easily be subdivided, may be reported according to the 
exterior lines which mark out and distinctly designate them, bat care 
should always be taken to have those lines properly connected with the 
system of United States surveys, and avoid as far as possible any irreg- 
ular tracts or subdivisions. 

Land of the third and fourth classes must be promptly acted upon, and 
lists -thereof should be immediately sent to this office for definite action^ 
as there is nothing required but a simple examination of the segregation 
lines according to the several township plats. 

Where testimony is to be taken, either by the Surveyor- General or 
the local officers, a reasonable period must necessarily elapse before your 
final report of the result of such investigation can be reached ; yet it is 
urged upon you, in view of the long delay in the adjustment of swamp 
land interests in California, that every eftbrt consistent with security to 
the interests of all concerned be put forth to bring this work to an early 
conclusion. 

Should any questions arise in the administering of this law, not settled 
in these instructions, you will forthwith report the same^ and prompt 
attention and reply will be given. 
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In reporting listB of selections, jou will please observe in th<3 aminf(e- 
meut and descriptton of them, tbe foregoing classification. 

In each and all casesi yon are desired to append your certificate of 
authentication as to the character of the claims, and on the question of 
confirmation of them by the Act aforesaid.

These instructions, with some modifications which may be found neces- 
8ary as the work of settlement progresses, and perhaps additional instruc- 
tions for a few special cases, are believed to be sufficient for the adjust- 
ment of the whole matter. 



PROGKESS OF THE WORK, 

Upon my return I found that the current work of the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral's office and the iState Land office, required all the clerical force 
allowed by law, and m consequence of work 1 had required for use in 
Washington, was fur behind. 

It was also necessary that in order to secure the benefits of the Act, 
that a large amount of new work should be done, and after consulting 
with the iiovernor upon the subject, and with his sanction, I employed 
an additional Clerk, Mr. S. N, Norton, skilled in land matters, for a period 
of six months and twenty daye, at the rate of one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per month, with the full understanding that he must rely upon an 
appropriation by the next Legislature for payment. During the time of 
his employment he has faithfully discharged tbe duties imposed upon 
him, and 1 reconiraend the early passage of an Act tor the payment of 
his services in the amount of one thousand dollars. 

Since my return from Washingtonj in i>ecember last, with the assis- 
tance of only this single extra Clerk, I have made out and forwarded to 
the several liegistera of the United States Land Offices in this State, at 
San Francisco, Stockton, Yisalia, Mary&ville, and Humboldt, lists of all 
selections of surveyed lands which the State has made under the six- 
teenth and thirty-sixth sections, seminary, public building, and five hun- 
dred thousand acre grants; and of all nnsurveyed lands selected in lieu 
of sixteenth and thirty -sixth sections in the several districts, to which 
last named lists was attached the following certificate, setting forth the 
aelections and sales, and claiming the land in behalf of the State and her 
purchasers;

In regard to all the lands embraced in the lists of selections of sur-^^ 
voycd lands, I requested the several Registers of the United States Land 
Offices to examine their tract books with reference to each selection, and 
to carefully note in the margin of such lists any pre-emption or other 
right which had been acquired at the date of the passage of the confirm- 
atory Act to any tract therein named, and return them to this office, in 
order that clear lists might bo pre par ed- 

In every instance the Registers have replied, in sttbstance, that they 
were anxious and willing to accommodate the State by furnishing the 
information, but that it w^as no part of their official duty, and would 
involve much labor and expense, as they would be compelled to employ 
clerks to do it, for payment of which no provision was made, and that 
without Hiich provision the work would be long delayed, if done at all. 

Knowing the absolute necessity of obtaining this information before 
the full benefits of the law could be realisied, 1 again consulted with the 
Governorj and with his consent, promised to recommend to the Legisla- 
ture the payment of reasonable bills for the services, 

tin formation required by tins office, involving much labor, has been ^A 
received from all the Land Eegistera — except the Register at Stockton, ^B 
who has promised but has not yet furnished it — and I recommend the « 
payment of their bills, as follows : 

J, W. Shanklin^ Register, San Francisco District, three hundred dollars ; 
Xj. B. Ayer, Register, Marysville District, two hundred dollars j 
fripton Jjhjdsay, J^ocojver, Yisalia District, two hundred dollars ; 
'^ hn Koieherj RegiBteYj Humboldt District, tNToWudr^ii ^oW'&vft* 
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Ten separate lists of lands sold by the State as swamp and overflowed, 
and claimed by the United States as high lands in the several land 
districts, were made out and forwarded to the Eegisters, with the cer- 
tificate of this office that the State had sold the same as swamp and 
overflowed lands to purchasers in good faith under her laws, prior to 
the passage of the Act of Congress of July twenty-third, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, and claiming that they were confirmed to the State 
by its provisions. 

The work of securing titles to all the lands we are entitled to is fairly 
commenced, but much remains to be done. 

Under former rulings and instructions of the Commissioner denying 
our right to select land in lieu of school sections covered by graats, but 
few of these selections were reported to Washington, and being regarded 
as worthless by the Eegisters, were in many instances carelessly dis- 
posed of. 

I have no information that these lists have been made out, or the lands 
subsequently reported to Washington, in any district except San Fran- 
cisco, where the Eegister and Locating Agent are listing and reporting 
both old and new selections. 

The great difficulty now is the want of money to employ some person 
familiar with the matter to go to each of the United States Land Offices 
and prepare the proper lists ready for the certificate of the Eegister and 
State Agent, and 1 earnestly recommend a liberal appropriation for that 
purpose, and that the work be done under the direction of the Surveyor- 
G-eneral. 

The magnitude of these land difficulties, and the amount of labor 
necessary to adjust them, must be comprehended by the Legislature, 
and money furnished, or a full settlement on the excellent basis pro- 
vided by the Act of Congress may yet be long delayed. 

I have no hesitation whatever in saying that I believe that the employ- 
ment of an attorney in Washington who is familiar with land matters, 
and who is or can be made familiar with all the cases which the State 
can present, and who would urge and keep alive the whole matter of 
the adjustment of our land titles before the General Land Office, and 
who would keep the State Agents here advised fully of the requirements 
of the General Land Office, would greatly facilitate the final adjustment 
under this law. 

Additional compensation should be allowed the several State Locating 
Agents, or a single agent appointed by the State, who should attend to 
the preparation of all the lists required, and see that they were in 
proper form and duly forwarded, and who should advise the attorney 
or agent at Washington of the true condition of all cases forwarded, 
and of all the points upon which the State relies for confirmation of 
her titles in the lands. 

All this involves too much detail and absence from office to be imposed 
upon the Surveyor-General and Eegister, and requires too much time 
and attention to details in Washington to be imposed upon our con- 
gressional delegation. 

The whole history of our land legislation shows too much haste to 
realize money from our lands, and but very little effectual exertion, and 
hardly a dollar appropriated to procure titles for our purchasers. 

If the Legislature will appreciate the importance of getting titles 
now, before the good effects of the agitation made a year ago at the 
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"time of the paasagci of this Act have passed away, and will appropriate 
tweuty-HvG thousand dollars to have our titles attach to particular tracts 
of Jaud in the form of patents to the State, rather than to be contained 
in the general provisions of a law subject to uncertainty and contest^ it 
will save the expenditure of larger sums hereafter, and much litigation 
hereafter to our purchasers. 

Had a liberal appropriation been at the service of this office immedi- 
ately after the passage of the Act, our titles would have been in a much 
more forward state; but Avithout money, and with a clerical force hardly 
sufficient for the current work of the office, I have done all that I could. 
Much remains yet to be done, and 1 again earnestly recommend that 
liberal appropriationB be made for the necesaary work. 

By the provisions of the Act of Congress of July twenty -third, eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-sis, sales of land to the amount of nearly a 
million of dollars have been coufirmed, which, without it, would probablj 
never have been recognized by the General Government, and all the 
money paid upon them the State would have been compelled to refund 
to purchasers J and perhaps to respoud in damages ; and still the greatest 
benefit conferred bj^ the bill, is that of saving from endless litigation all 
purchasers from the State, by furnishing them a plain text from which 
to determine whether or not they have titlee to their lands. 

In concluding this already lengthy article in regard to this Act of 
Congress, I desire to say, in justice to myself, that I have not and never 
had an acre of iand which is in any way affected by its provisions ; that 
I never have received any compensation whatever, or the promise of 
any, from any person or from any source, for any service performed 
during my absence from the State, having declined every offer for my 
services by private parties as likely to impair my usefulness in settliDg 
our land troubles, 

aECOGNITION OF TITLES, 

At the date of my last report the title of the State had not been 
recognized by the General Government to a single acre of land.

EECORDING TITLES. 

Patents to a poi*tion of these lands have been received, and they will 
continue to come as titles are settled ; and in order to furnish a complete 
chain of title I recommend that an appropriation be made to have each 
patent received from the United States recorded in each county in whicb 
the lauds embraced in it may be located, and that Hecordere be allowed 
'^£fe usual fees for rocording ihem* 
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SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS. 

The titles to nearly all of the lands in this grant are regulated and 
adjusted by the Act to quiet titles, as follows: 

All lands represented as swamp upon approved plats of United States 
townships now surveyed, or which may hereafter be surveyed. 

All other lands sold by the State as swamp, prior to July twenty-third, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, to which no adverse right had attached 
before that date. 

This leaves to be adjusted only such lands as had been sold by the 
State as swamp, and to which other rights were claimed prior to that 
date; and such other lands as are claimed by the United States as upland, 
and also by the State as swamp. 

By the fourth section of the Act, the character of the land and the 
right thereto in these cases must be determined by testimony, to be 
taken before the United States Surveyor-General. A change of that 
portion of the Act of Congress, so as to permit this testimony to be taken 
before the several Eegisters, would save a long journey to contestants 
where such lands were in the northern or central portions of the State. 

The reclamation of these lands, and disposition of funds arising from 
sales of them, is placed in the hands of the Boards of Supervisors of the 
several counties, by the Act of April second, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
six. 

In all cases where United States township surveys are hereafter made, 
provision should be made by the State from the (reneral Swamp Land 
Fund, or by the Supervisors of the several counties from the District 
Funds, to procure testimony to prove the character of such lands as were 
swamp at the date of the grant, and which will be likely to be returned 
as high land unless such proof is furnished 

The high waters of several past winters ought to have convinced the 
most casual observer that a plan of reclamation of the great body of 
swamp land in Yolo and Solano Counties, which contemplates confining 
the waters of the Sacramento within levees built upon its banks, is utterly 
useless, with the means which can be applied to that object, and that a 
plan of canals and ditches, to take the water off at as early a period as 
possible each year, is the only practicable one which can be adopted 
with success. 

Those swamp lands bordering on tide water near the mouths of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin Eivers, can be reclaimed by levees at mod- 
erate cost; and, when reclaimed, are the most productive and valuable 
lands in the State, as experience has fully proved. It is .firmly believed 
that rice and tobacco will flourish upon these lands, and it is much to be 
regretted, that with the large fund which the State once had at its dis- 
posal for this purpose, a thorough reclamation of some large body of land 
in that vicinity was not organized and carried out. 

Under the fourth section of the Act to quiet titles, several township 
plats were constructed in this office, showing the land in such townships 
claimed by the State to be swamp and overflowed, and forwarded to the 
United States Surveyor-General for approval ; but owing to the fact 
that the State segregations had not been made by townships, and had 
not field notes such as are required by the United States, none of them 
were approved. Immediately thereafter, acting upon another provision 
of the same section, application was made, through the Governor, to the 
United States Surveyor-General for the segregation of that large body 
of land^ " notoriously and obviously swamp aud over^o^ed^" l^m^«A\jk- 



^ to the waters of Snisan Bay, and upon the banks of the SaB Joaquin 
Sacramento RiverSj with tbe view of ftetilmg the character of tho 
whole by one exterior survey, as provided by the Act; hut as the appro- 
priation for public surveys in this State Avas very small, and was not 
specially directed to be applied to that objectj no such surveys were 
made, and the application was not renewed. 

It is important that a special appropriation should be made by Con- 
gress for this purpose, which could not be diverted to any other.

Of tbe one hundred and fifty thousand acres contained in this gran 
none has been soldj for reasons fnllj set forth in the report of this 
office foi* the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five , page ninety-nine. 

It was there suggeBted that possihly a modification of the Act of Con- 
gress might be made in favor of Caliibrniaj for the reason that very little 
land had been offered at public sale by proelamation of tho Prcsidcntj and 
consequently become subject to private entry and selection under this grant. 

If this is not done^ farther sales of the public land which has been sur- 
rey ed should be authorized, in order not only to give us bettor oppor- 
tunities to locate these landsj but to open a way for the disposal of such 
lands as are too poor for agri culture, but which answer well for glazing. 

As the rate at which these lands are offered by tho State is one dollar 
and twenty-five cents per acre in gold, while the same lands may be 
entered by any person at the same rate in currency under the United 
States, it is obvious that no sales will be made unless the selections are 
first made and the lands held by tbe State until they become valuable. 

There are several townships in different portions of the State which 
re now subject to such selections, and I recommend that the Locating 
f Agents, with the advice of the County Surveyors ^ he authorized to make 
selections, and report them to tho United States Eegisters, to be for- 
warded to the Department of the Interior for approvah 

It is believed that judicial selections can be made, w^hich in a short 
time will become at least sufficiently valuable to sell for the price at 
which they are now offered, and that absolute title could be secured in 
the State before sales, thus obviating all the trouhles we have suffered 
from in disposing of other classes of lands. 

The following tables will show tbe total amount .of land sold by the 
State up to November first, eighteen hundred and sixty-BeveUj under the 
several grants :

STATE LAND LAWS. 

The several laws relating to the sale of State lands are, generally 
speaking, satisfactory; but in a few important and many minor particu- 
lars, changes should be made. 

Our Supreme Court has decided that locations of school land warrants 
upon unsurveyed lands are illegal, yet the law authorizing such locations 
is upon the statute books unrepealed. 

It has also decided that selections and sales of unsurveyed lands under 
the grant of school sections, give no right to the purchaser; yet the 
selections of these sections from the unsurveyed public land is authorized 
by the statutes. 

In neither of the above cases have any locations been approved since 
the decisions above referred to, and a repeal of the statutes authorizing 
such selections and locations is again recommended. 

The laws authorizing the sale of the tide lands have been the source 
of much annoyance and trouble to this office for the past three j^ears, 
and I recommend an entire repeal of all laws authorizing their sale, and 
that no disposal be made of them except by special Act of the Legisla- 
ture. 

Early in the session of eighteen hundred and sixty-five and sixty-six, I 
drew a bill to that effect, and handed it to a member of the Land Com- 
mittee of the Assembly, who promised to introduce and attend to it, 
but a record of its introduction does not appear in the journals.

I tie&ire again to call attention to the matter of SupenriFK>rB' aalea of 
school Bections, wbich is referred to in the report of this office for eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four and Bixty-five, page one hundred and seven. Pur- 
chaeers, under the Act of April twenty-^ixth, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-eight, gave bonda to the Supervisors, agreeing to piiy much higber 
prices than any other lands of the State have been sold for, expecting 
the funds derived wonld be applied to the support of schools within tbeir 
own townships. 

They now ask to be released from their bonds, and to he allowed to 
purchase their landa at one dollar and twenty-tive cents per acrei on the 
grounds that on the twenty-second of April , eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one, the Legislature changed the price of these lands to one dollar and 
twenty-five eenta per acre, and that the schools within their townships 
derive no benefit from the higher price which they agreed to pay. 

An Act approved March seven leenlh, eighteen hundred and Bisty-six, 
authorizes the SapervisorB of Shasta County to annul the bonds given in 
such sales* upon the abandonment by the purchaser of all right to the 
land, or claim to the partial payment already made. 

A similar Act had previously been passed for Tulare Countyj and one 
or more Acts in favor of individuals, and if right in these cases, a general 
Act ahouhl be passed. 

The twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth sections of the Act to provide 
for the sale of certain lands helon*ririg to the State, approved April 
twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred aud sixt3'-threep requires the pivrebaser 
of any State lands la make an affidavit of loyalty, upon the back of 
which shall be indorsed a description of the land sought to be purchased, 
which shall be filed In the office of the Iteeorder of the county av herein 
the laud is situated, and a certified cop3' thereof filed with the Register 
of the State Land Office; this involves unnecessary expense to the pur- 
chaser, who should simply be required to take and subscribe the affidavit, 
to he filed wit£ the other location papers in the office of the Surveyor- 
General. 

STATE LAND FUNDS, 



I desire again to call attention to the condition in the State Treasury 
of the several Bounds arising from the sales of State lands. 

The hooks of the Controller of State show the total amount received — 
principal aud interest — on sales of seminary lands, up to December 
thirty- first, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, to be twenty-two thou- 
sand one hundred and tbirty*niue dollars and fifty-six cents; and a total 
of principal and interest on sales of public building lands to same date, 
of one thDUSund one hundred and sixteen dollars and sixty-seven cents — 
while the books of this office show the total amount received on sem- 
inary lands to be forty -five thousand two hundred and forty six dollars 
and ninety-three cents; and on public building lands a total amount of 
four thousand one hundred ana forty-eight dollars and eighty-three 
cents, received from purchasers in the several land districts, as follows:

Tliis discrepancy arises from the fact that prior to the passage of the 
Land Act of April twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty -three, 
County Treasurers were not required to obtain the certificate of this 
office that their payments were correctly reported, and they frequently 
returned payments of both seminary and public building lands as pay- 
ments on school lands, and the money went into the School Fund. 

Since the Act of April twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
three, no such error could occur, as all reports of payments on State 
lands are referred to this office, and corrected, if any errors occur, before 
a settlement with the Controller and the Treasurer is permitted. 

If it is desirable to keep these funds separate in the Treasury, and of 
this there can be but little doubt, some person should be appointed to 
make out the amount due to each fund, properly apportioning the interest 
which has accrued on the bonds bought with the School Fund, and the 
Controller and Treasurer directed to place them upon their books accord- 
ing to such apportionment. 

COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 

Since the last report of this office, disputed boundaries between Ne* 
and Placer, and between Sierra and Plumas, have been run and mf 
6 



The first namod of theae lines, between tbe headwaters of Bear Eiver 
or Creek, and the eastern boundary line of the State, crossed and recrosaed 
tbo Central Pacific Railroad four times, and thGrefore its definite location 
was II matter of macli inijjortance to both counties. The chief qaeetion 
in diJipute was the proper location of the head of Bear Eiver or Creek; 
much time was spent and care taken to ^k this point correctly, and any 
disintorested person who will take the trouble to visit the place, will be 
satisfied that this has been done. 

Another dispute arose between the Counties of Sierra and Plumas in 
relation to a portion of their dividing line, as established by the Act of 
March thirty*first, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, amending the Act of 
March eighteenth, eighteen hundred atid fifty-four, creating the Coiinty 
of Plnmaa. 

TLie point in dispute between tbe two counties was as to the proper 
method of establishing the point on the ridge between the waters of the 
Ynba and Feather RiverSj six miles in a northeasterly direction from the 
Lexington House. The Supervisors of Sierra contended that the point 
should be found by running along the ridge, following its meandei-ings six 
miles in a northeasterly direction, while the Supervisors of Phi mas con- 
tended that the point should he fixed by finding a point on the ridge six 
miles by a straight line from the Lexington House, 

This is exactly the same question which came up between the Counties 
of Sacramento and El Dorado, and which is discussed in the report of 
this office for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-four, pages fifteen and 
sixteen. The same decision governed the action of my deputy in run- 
ning this line, to wit; that the point must be located on said ridge dis- 
tant six miles in a straight line in a northeasterly direction from the Lex- 
ington House. By the line as thus run, several small villages and much 
valuable property in the vicinity of Slate Creek, heretofore regarded as 
being in Sierra County, is placed hy the Act of eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six, in the County of Plumas. The authorities of Sierra are not 
satisfied with this boundary, and desire a change in the law. 

I desire to call particular attention to the boundaries of the City and 
County of San Francisco as defined hy the Act of April nineteenth, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-six. The difficulty under the present law 
comes from the many conflicting opinions as to what rock, lying in the 
bay, off the Marin County shore, is meant by ^'Golden Bock," as used in 
the Act. Golden Rock, in the Act of April twenty-fifthj eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-one, defining the boundaries of Contra Costa County, is 
described as the soufheasf <iornQV of San Francisco County, evidently mean- 
ing a large rock in the bay opposite San Mateo County, and is certainly 
not the rock meant in the Act of eighteen hundred and fifty-six. 

Much testimony has been presented to this office to show that 
*' Molatc" or ^^Eed Rock," is meant; but there are many reasons tend- 
ing to show that this was not intended. 

If this was meant, the islands in the bay known as Alcatraz and 
Terha Bucna would ho included within the county so clearly that there 
would have been no necessity for tlie separate clause in the Act attach- 
ing them to San Francisco; and again, if Red Rock was meant, the line 
described as running duo southeast from the point at low water north- 
east of Golden Rock to a point within three miles of the natural high 
water mark on the oastorn shore of the Bay of San Francisco, is believed 
to be an impossible line, which would at no point be three miles distant 
hom tbo eastern shore of the bay, 
Oilwr opinions have been given that tbe TOCjk moant ^\bl^ u %\tia\\ vq^V 
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off the Marin shore, between Angel Island and the Golden Gate, which 
seems to conform to other parts of the Act. Adopting this as the Golden 
Bock named in the Act, leaves Alcatraz, and I think, Yerba Buena, out- 
side of the line, and furnishes a reason for the distinct clause attaching 
them to San Francisco. 

I have been called upon by the Board of Supervisors to define the line, 
and have consulted with the Attorney-General upon the subject; but 
owing to the conflicting testimony in regard to the rock meant, no line 
has been run, and I recommend that the boundary be more definitely 
described by an Act of the Legislature. 

Other cases of disputed boundaries have come to my notice, but no 
other calls have been made for settling them. 

STATISTICAL REPORTS. 

It affords me much pleasure to refer to the greatly improved condition 
of the statistical tables accompanying this report, compared with those 
of other years ; and while I believe all others to be exceedingly unreli- 
able, except in regard to a few counties, I am fully convinced that the 
tables herewith presented give as correct an exhibit of the agricultural 
and industrial pursuits of the State as can be found in most of the older 
States. 

An examination of the total products of the great slaples, wheat, 
barley, wine, wool, hay, potatoes, butter, etc., affords us ample assurance 
that should the time ever arrive when our mountain lodes and placers 
fail to respond to the sturdy blows of stamp, and pick, and shovel, our 
broad plains and rich valleys will furnish abundant employment, with 
equal and much more certain reward, for all who may desire the change. 

For many years the mining interests of the State largely preponder- 
ated over the agricultural; but that a change is rapidly and steadily 
taking place is abundantly shown by a comparison for. a few years of 
the Assessors' valuation of those counties styled "mining counties" with 
those devoted almost entirely to agriculture. 

The value of the total production of a few of the leading staples of 
our State for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six, so far as 
reported, may be summed up as follows :

reported by the AsseaBors of a single product Ib large euougb^ except it 
may be tbe one article of barley. 

WinQ, wool, hay, and potatoes, I believe to be ranch too smatl; yet it 
is several millions of doUarft in eaccesa of the gold product for the year 
eighteen hundred and &ixty-si3C, which, from the most reliable informa* 
tion to be obtained, may be put down at twenty -four mil lions of dollars 
($24,UOO,000;) and it is highly gratifying to know that as fast as the 
gold product of our State falls off, the increased agricnltural product 
much more than makes up the deficiency. 

This is the first table prepared nnder the Act of March tenth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six, and when compared with former tables, it shows 
that imposing the duty of collecting these statistics upon County Assess- 
orSj with no reward for compliance and no penalty for neglect^ utterly 
failed to produce the desired result, while this Act, by simply retaining 
twenty-five per cent, of the pay of Assessors until their reports were 
furnished, has supplied apparently good reports. Yet I firmly believe 
that if Assessors were allowed extra pay for collecting correct statistics^^ 
the result would be shown in further care in collecting and reporting. ^| 

While much may he said in favor of nearly all the reports returned, it 
should also be said that several reports ha?e come to this office, signed 
by the Assessors and certified to he correct by the Boards of Supervis- 
ora, which contained such gross errors, that although not acr[uainted w itli 
the counties except from general knowledge, I have seen tbe errors at a 
glance, and returned them for correction when they could not be cor* 
rected here. 

The examination required to be made by the Board of Supervisors is 
not a mere form ; and 1 ask the several Boards, for the credit of their 
respective counties, to carefully examine and criticise the reports before 
they approve them. 

The law should be amended so as to require the reports to be sent 
to this office on or before the first day of October of each year, instead 
of November first, tbe day on which tbe Survey or-G-eneral is required to 
report to the Governor. 

I recommend also that in those counties having District Assessors, the 
County Clerk he required to receive and compile and return to this office, 
the entire statistics of the county. 

The work is now well begun and should not be suffered to go back- 
ward, but should he enlarged by increasing the facts to be reported, until 
every industry in the State is properly represented and presented in 
such form that the tables may be sought for and referred to as reliable 
information upon every matter reported. 



STATISTICS OF RAIN-FALL. 



If ft %vere possible to furnish the people of our State interested in agri- 
culture, with any information from which they could, with any degree of 
certain ty, make intelligent estimates of the probable rain-fall of each 
succeeding season, tbe value of such information would be incalculable. 

It is possible that a eolleetion of statistics from various localities in the 
State, extending over a long series of years, may furnish such informa- 
tion as will cventtially enable those who give the subject careful fltudy, 
to foretell ^'hen certain seasons will repeat themselves. 

Hoping that such a result may eventually be obtained, I submit the 

owing tahloB, for which I am under many obUge^,tiona to the gontle- 
mamed for furDiahing the data from -wbiek t\\ey %tci coim-^W^^.

Sib : — In comformity with the law, I have the honor to eubmit the 
^lUowing report J which m as nearly correct as m possible to obtain. The 
principal protluetioDB of this township are %vheat and barley. The crop is 
fully one fourth below the average yield of favorable seasons. The heavy 
rains in the winter prevcDted early sowing, and the lack of the usual 
spring rains caused the grain to be thin and in many places very weedy; 
the latter^ however, might be more properly attributed to overworking 
the land. The present practice of cultivating the land in grain every 
year in succession will eventually prove ruinous to both land and culti- 
vator. The land requires enriching, and in our dry climate manure is 
almost impracticable. Our only recourse appears to be by pasturing, 
volunteering for hay, or summer fallowing. The rolling gravelly soils 
and the low adobe lands might be summer fallowed once in three years, 
say one third each year, and the alluvial soils be volunteered and cut for 
bay, and in both cases to pasture eloeely with sheep. By this method 
the farmer could dispense with one third or more of his teams and hired 
help, have steady work for those he keeps, clean his land and enrich it, 
and get more grain from the two thirds ho cultivates, of better quality 
and with less expense than be now does from the whole, and have a 
crop of hay and the increase of a small flock of sheep besides. 

The number of acres cultivated is about the same as in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-sis, with some variation in the relative proportion of 
acres sown to wheat and barley, there being in wheat, in eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-siXj nine thousand four hundred and forty-one acres, and 
in barley nine thousand one hiindred and twenty-four, tbe former yield- 
ing an average of about twenty bushels per acre, (being struck with rust,V 
and the latter about sixty; whereas, for the year eighteen ii\i\i.dt^d ^'^i 
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9lxtj*&eTeii, there have been sown to wheat twelve thousand nine hun- 
dred and twontj-fivo acres, ami hut five thoiisand six hundred and forty- 
six to barloj, the former a^^cragi ng about twcnty-tivo buBhols per aere 
and the latter about forty *fivo — making the quantity of wheat raised in 
efghteen hundred and eixty-sevon nearly double that of eighteen hundred 
and Bixty-ftix, and the quantity of barley less than lialf that of eighteen 
hundred and Bixty-six. Considerable quantities of eherries and currants 
are raised) for which this locality is peculiarly adapted, they being the 
finest in the market and very remunerative to the grower. There are 
about twenty -four hundred trees of the former and about ninety-seven 
thousand of the latter. From three to five thousand tons of salt are 
manufactured annually along the eastern shore of the bay. There are 
six Bchool houses, coating in the aggregate fifteen thousand dollars. The 
rate of taxation for State and county purposes, per one hundred dollars, 
is two dollars and twenty cents. Estimated population, nineteen hun- 
dred and seventy -two ; number of registered voters, four hundred and 
three; nunrtjer of poll taxes sold in eighteen hundred and sixty-six^ live 
hundred and fifty-nine. Many permanent improvements have been made 
during the past year, and our tow^risbip gives evidence of futnre pros- 
perity that cannot fail to be gratifying. Our fine soil, climate, and 
proximity to San Francisco, make this one of the most desirable localities 
in the State.

Sir : — I hai^e the honor to transmit to you the statistics of this 
county. This report will give but an imperfect idea of the growing 
importance of this part of our State. The following may be some of the 
causes that retarded the development of this new county; 

Argentiferous galena being the first kind of ore discovered , the sue- 
eessful working of which was merely experimental, this, coupled with 
the unjust spirit of quartz speculation, destroyed the confidence between 
the prospectors and capitalists. This discouraged persons from coming 
here ; and the hostile Indians, emboldened by our lessened numbers, 
bid defiance, and caused a further drain of our population. New die- 
eoveriee being made, the mining interest was enhanced; farmers 
gathered to cultivate a fertile soil to meet the demands of the miners; 
cattle men drove their herds here, where abundance of fodder and a 
warm wintry climate invited them; the hammer of tbe artisan and the 
sound of the mill stamp drowned forever in silence the echoes of the 
Indian war-whoop. An untraversed region is left open for the pros- 
pector, and bis discoveries are marked now by little thriving mining 
camps that spring up on every side of the fertile valley. New saw- 
mills are in course of erection ; a flouring mill fills its little niche in the 
development of our resources. It is only within a year that an impetus 
has beeu given to our industry; and an air of permanent security is 
worn by our business men* Inyo has doubled her population wnthin 
that period. Her fttture greatness is written on her geographical posi- 
tion, her Boil, mines, and salubrious climate. Announce to all her impor- 
tance in otir State. Placed as she is under tbe snow-capped Sierras, they 
pour their first water over her bosom, bathing her in verdure, which 
contrasts beautifully with the sombre and leaden color of the great 
desert that binds Owen's River Yalley to the east. 

This great desert is broken up by various ranges of mountains, which 
contain, according to recent discoveries, metals of all kinds. This desert 
in future will be the home of many aiiners; and no other soil than this 
valley being in that region, extending hundreds of miles to the east, and 
about the same distance north and south, this must eventually become 
tbe market place of a large population* 

Our free gold mines are paying remarkably well, the many methods 
of treating sulphurets having increased the confidence in the richness of 
our silver mines. 

Agricultural, cattle, and mining interests will about contribute equally 
to the wealth of this county. Arable land, of which there is an abun- 
dance, is fast settling up. The crop of last year has proven that all 
kinds of fruit can be growm. Sickness finds no congenial place here, 
and tbe inbabilants of the county are well contented with their isolated 



position, for tbey hold witli themselves everything thai can contribute to 
lake a people imppy.

Sir : — According to law I forward to you my report for the year c^n^ 
ing December thirty -firsts eighteen hundred and sixty -six, on the 
resources of tliis county. A comparieon of the gtatistical tables with 
those of the preceding year will show that the agricultural condition is 
improving, and that the value of proportjj real and personal, is on the 
increase. 

The land inclosed since eighteen hundred and sixty-five is Roven thou- 
sand acres, and the land improved since then and put under cultivation 
amounts to eleven thousand acres. These improvements have chiefly 
taken place on ranch os were the agricultural lands have been parcelled 
out and rented in lots of one hundred acres, more or leea, the diminution 
of stock allowing the land owners to dispose in such manner of their 
lands not needed for grazing purposes- 

The lower part of the Salinas Valley is where most of these improve- 
ments have taken place, and during the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
Bix that section has surpassed in fertility all others in thecountyj and 
this will ever be the case where there is no want of rain, while in a dry 
year the Pajaro Valley is far superior. However, the fertility of the 
Salinas Valley only extends to Township Fifteen south, including the 
same ; further up the valley the aspect changes, and the country, except 
on some sheltered spots, hecomea unproductive as to agriculture and 
only fit for grazing purposes, the high winds there prevailing from May 
to November every day, from ten a. m. till sundown, and blowing at 
times with such violence as to send over the plain clouds of dust^ 
sand from the river hed, and even pebbles, rendering all agricultural 
attempts fruitless. This part of the valley is, uotwitbtstaBding, valuable 
for stock and sheep raising, and during the spring is covered with alfile- 
ria and clover, while late in the season the tough and nutritious bunch 
grass, thriving well in dry and stony soil, and seeming to be a plant cre- 
ated for such locality, able by its slenderness and flexibility to withstand 
the severe summer blasts, afibrd to cattle the best of pasturages. 

Good grazing lands on the Salinas and in the vicinity of Monterey 
have since eighteen hundred and sixty-five greatly increased in value; 
several large tracts of land have been rented for dairy purposes to per- 
sons lately from Marin County, and by them a lai^ge number of valuable 
stock have been introduced. The dairy business contributes greatly to 
the prosperity of this county. The products of this branch of industry 
during the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six, as may be seen by the 
tables, has been large, but much of the stock being introduced late in 
the season, those of eighteen hundred and sixty-aevcn will greatly exceed 
them, 
^ The Pajaro Valley has not been so productive as the beginning of the 
H year promised, and lato rains have injured large cropB of wheat in that 
~ eection, ^m 
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The farming lands in tbe vicinity of the Town of San jDan have pi 
duced fine crops* Some of them, for fertility ^ can vie with aoy in thi 
State, 

Tbe crops of eighteen hundred and sixty-six have generally been sat- 
isfactory ; but the barley crop has excelled all others, having surpassed 
that of all previous years— even that of eighteen iaundred and tifty- 
throe— which was heretofore coneidered as the best known. The wheat 
crop of tbe last named year has, until now, not been equalled, 

Tbe yield of fruit has not been superior to that of the year previous. 
Of late tbe number of fruit trees has gi^eatly augmented, particularly 
in the neighborhood of Monterey City. It is, however, obvious that they 
will not thrive so well where they are exposed to the sea air as ii 
some localities more sheltered, and where leas fogs prevail. At preseni 
fruit ia raised only for home consumption, and even a large quantity 
yearly imported. 

Cattle and sheep have decreased during these two last years, but the! 
breed is improvedj and consequently their value augmented; there" 
little left of the old Spanish stock. The breed of horses is likewise' 
improving, their number remaining about the same* 

In most parts of tbe State some attention baa been paid to tbe 
raising of bees, but owing to many casualties they are subject to in 
their domestic state, they do not increase as well as could be desired. 
Bees have been raised here eince eighteen hundred and fifty-eight and 
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine. Before that time there were bwt a few 
hives in the county, probably not numbering over a dozen. At present, 
the Santa Lucia Mountains, and tbe almost inacceaaible ridge along the 
coast between Monterey and vSan Simeon, are swarming with wild bees; 
and there they seem to thrive a great deal better than in the hives 
whence they emigrated. Some parties, among whom are experienced 
hnntors, at present are engaged in collecting honey in these mountains. 
This busineaaj although it may be profitable, is not always carried on 
without difficulty, as the bees often select for their location some red- 
wood trees of large dimensions in parts not easy of access. The felling 
of such trees cost excessive labor, and it is not uncommon for tbem to 
break in falling, shattering the combs and rendering the honey 
valueless. 

The product of the whale fishery is gradnally diminishing; the whales 
are getting very shy, and on their passage up and down the coast they 
give the Bay of Monterey a wide berth. There are still three companies, 
numbering in all fifty-two men, engaged in whaling; two of these com- 
panies are catabliahed on the Bay of Monterey, and the other on tbe Bay 
of Carmelo. The number of whales caught in eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six was seventeen, making about eight hundred barrels of oil 
Other fisheries are not carried on upon a largo scale except by tbe 
Chinese, who nnike such wholesale de«truGtion of fish on this part of the 
coast as to render them very scarce. Their way of fishing is by 
means of ground lines, called trotlt^ having several hundred of fishhooks 
attached j these are set in deep water along the ledges of rocks, and tbe 
fish not being migratory, when caught in largo numbers without inter- 
mission, are in a few years entirely destroyed. The Chinese at Monterey 
and Carmelo cure yearly, for exportation to China, two hundred tons of 
fish ; formerly', when fish were abundant, they exported about five times 
that quantity. During the summer months they catch great numbers 
of sharks for their fins and livers. They also export yearly great qnanti- 
ties of shclhBsh (^fi^j/ofk/) tbe latter, like theTOCik^%Vi,t»UeY Uave almost, 
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ntirely destroyed, depriving thorebj the destitute inhabitants of the 
Wca coast of one of tiieir most reitablo means of Biibsistence. 

MaeiiertVl, lioretofore §o plentiful, eooni to have abandoned this bayj 
brmerly a great number of persons came joarlyj engaged in the macl^- 

el firtliery, but this fish has not been FCcn here flinoe eighteen hundred 
and 8ixty*three. There is amon^ the fishermen some diversity of opinion 
as to the cause of their not making their periodical appearance m before; 
ome aBcribe it to shoalw of eanicoutas that biive been observed tor these 
a^t years fn greater inimbers than before, and during all seasons, about 
the entrance of the Yrny, preying on all kinds of smaller fish and keeping 
out the mackerel ; otherSj to the absence of shrimps and small fry the 
mackerel feed on, and in search of which thoy visit this bay. Those 
who are of the latter opinion, account thus for the disappearance of the 
fry, 

Yarioaa kinds of small fif*h and shrimps locate and breed in the kelp 
ed^ng the shores of the bay, particularly in the most sheltered places 
where the sea is smootli, and among these are the so called ** kelp fish/' 
(of the perch kind, but viviparous j) this fish is insipid in taste and alto- 
gether valueless in our market; the Chinese^ however, catch large 
quantities of them and ship Lheni off, together with the other kirsds; 
their way of catching them is by setting gill nets along tlie kelp, and 
then beating the water with long poles and drumming on boxes or 
boards, creating as big a noise as they possibly can. thereby driving the 
fish out of the kelp into their nets. By this they also drive away the 
fry, and when the mackerel make their appearance— only visiting the 
bay in search of food — not finding any, they naturally leave. 

Whatever may be tbe cause, I believe that in order to prerent the 
total destruction of all kinds offish on the California coast, a protective 
law should be passed by the* Legislature, and that as early as puBsible, 
This could easily be done by prohibiting, under certain penalties, ftU 
pprsGfiii from setting ground lines or trolls with more than twelve fish 
hookfi. except for sharks (which are caught on sandy bottom and w*ith a 
different kind of gear;) beating the water w^ith poles and drunnning 
when fishing with gill nets in the Bay of Monterey and other sheltered 
harbors or coves, and also the curing of shell fish for exportation. 

Considering that the Legislature passed an Act prohibiting the killing 
of worthless hair seals, or sea lions, on Point Lobos, I am under the im- 
pression that that body should likewise take into consideration a matter 
like this, which at least is of some importance to parties depending on 
th^ fishery for their support and maintenance, and that a law protecting 
the fisheries on the California coast would have more beneficial eftecte 
than that alluded to for the protection of sea lions; and certainly the 
matter would be considered if the time of the legislators was less 
absorbed by their own interests and those of their particular friends, 
than by those of the people they are or rather should be representing- 

Having by my statistical report hereunto annexed complied vvith the 
law, I will take the liberty of saying a few words concerning it. 
In my report of last 3' ear, I made a few remarks on the iinjustness of the 
same in exacting from officers an arduous duty without allowing them a 
compensation therefor, and attaching a penalty in case of neglect j and 
doWt can but repeat that which I then remarked, and add^ that the 
Assessor of this county receives no other foes or compensations than 
thoae provided by law for the performance of his official duties, and if it is 
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tbofte €omp0it6&t]O!i6 are ample to re ed tine rate him for hn 
laliorln tsKing and compiling theso etatistics requested of bim. 1 would 
t^aJI the pablic attention to that prepo&terouB fee hill for Monterey 
Coanty going into effeet on the first of Mareh^ eighteen huodre'i and 
iixty -eighty (which fee hill, it must ho stated, was not created a^ a metM- 
ure of economj, and this will be anderstood by any one who knows that 
the taxpayers in this county are taxed to the amount of three dollaig 
and fifteen cents per one hundred dollars, hut was prompted Ijy the sor- 
didoess and insatiable greed of parties interesited in the speedy redemp- 
tion of the county honds,) and make no further comments, on the subject. 

An object of no le^s mortification is, that after so much unpaid labor is 
exacted Irom Assessors , the contemptible indifference exhibited towards 
them in the distribntion of the reports and other puhlications of tb^ 
Department of Agriculture at Washington. In each of those reports wo 
J*eaa of how many copies of those publications and of how many piiek- 
vfiges of seeds have been distributed to members of Congress^ etc, to be 
by them distributed among their particular or political iFriends^ who, by 
the way^ are generally very little concerned about such matters. Now^ 
I believe that Asseesors, whose business it is made by law to procure 
from farmers those agricultural statistics used for the compilation of the 
general reports, could make some good use of those objects distributed 
by the department aforesaid , and that wheii so much is exacted from 
them, the poor courtesy of furnishing them with copies of those reports 
BhouJd be the least that could be bestowed on them^ if no more. 

Were I asked the question how this could be attained, I would answer, 
that the Surveyor-General, in order to encourage the Assessors in the 
performance of the duties the law and himself exacts from them, should 
procure a sufiRelent number of copies of all the publications already men* 
tioned, and likewise a share of the other 'articles yearly distributed in 
the manner aforesaid, and should furnish therewith every County aud 
District Assessor In the State,

There are two whaling companies in our bay; last season's patch 
amounted to some thirty thousand gallons. Our bay cannot be surpassed 
on this coast; corapletol}- land-locked, with a depth of water sufflcient 
to Hoiit the largest vessel in the world; it is fourteen milea in kngth, 
aod from one to three mileB in width. 

The lands of the county will produce aa fine grapes^ figs, olives, 
and oraogcR, as any county in the State. Wheat grows remarkably well, 
the grain being decided by wheat growers to be the largest and finest in 
the State. 

In the mountainous districts, immense fields of barley are raised, 
which, by the way, is sold to emigrants, mostly coming into our State 
by the north en route. 

Tbe grnpe production is beginning to attract some attention. Tobacco 
ias been tested and found to grow wolL 

By way of improvements, we have a now road opened to Fort Yuma, 
Jesaening the distance some thirty or forty miles, and cutting off nearly 
'Sfty miles of the desert. A little more money expended would make it 
lone of the best mountain roads in the State. 

We have but two schools in the county, owing to families living too far 
iipart.

Sir :^-Herewith I hand you iupplemental report of statistics of the 
manufactures and mechanical indiistrios of this city and county for the 
year eighteen hundred and sixty-six. In making np this report in con- 
formity with the Act of eighteen hundred and sixty-sixj requiring 
information to be collected and reported annually to the Surveyor-G-en- 
eral of the State, I have endeavored to return tbe same in such form as 
will best give a correct idea of the extent and value of the various 
products manufactured J and so far as possible the quantities of material 
Ui^ed. I have also attempted to gather such information as would ena- 
ble rae to estimate and report the condition of manufactures as compared 
with the previous year, as well as the relative financial prosperity of the 
maEmfacturera. 

In thiw jis well as in other inquiries I have experienced great difficulty, 
owing to the natural reluctance of maTiiifaetMT^Ta ^o -^xn^ ^'aX.'sw ^.^^^^-^^^ 
jng the prospeats or results of thdr bvtsmft^^ ^, W^ t.^xv^'^xjLW^vct'^ Vj 
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many peraons of my office witli that of the Assessor of Internal Rev* 
erino; and last, tbougb not least| tho msufliuiency i>f the law, whitjji 
requiree me to procure the information desired noder a heavy penalty , 
jol pruvideB no moans to enforce a eonipliunce on the part of manntae 
litiirers and others engaged in the different brunehcB of trade. In this 
jConDeetion I would rewpeetftilly sugge.st that yon reeonimend to the 
Inoxt Logit^lature ao ametiduient to the Aet above referred to, so that 
jthis dcHeieney of the lavv may be remedied, The niattt?r of eorrettuessj 
'in statistical information ooneennng the industrial resourees of the State 
is a most important one, not only tor business estimates to our own peo- 
ple, but to encourage immii^ration from abroad. From a variety of 
can see not necessary here to mention, a gross ignorance of the rt^gources 
of California prevails in the Atlantic States as well aa in Europe; and 
in my opinion, no more efficient means to furnish proper information in 
these respects can be bad than an official publication of the variety and 
extent of those mechanical industries of wbieh this city and county i^ 
the great centre. Men intuitively reason by comparison ; aud from the 
prosperity t variety, and extent of our domestic manufactures, the most 
Ignorant can by inference alone form a pretty correct idea of the state of 
rfiocicty and the business advantatj;ea that California offers us indueo- 
menta for the industrious and worthy to settle within her territory. 
Where the olive, fig, almond, oranf^e, and citron grow, men know that 
the climate must he favorable to physical health ; so where manufactures 
and mechanical industries largely prevail j a moral bond is given for the 
good order and intellectuality of the people. 

So far as I could learn from the parties applied to, their manufactures 
during the year eighteen hundred and sixtj^-six as a whole have been 
more extensive than in preceding years. Their prosperity in a money 
point of view has as a general thing been also greater, but in many 
branches of trade parties complain that competition has been stroni^er 
and profits smaller than heretofore. No prominent branch of trade, 
however, has been seriously affected, while many new and important 
manufactures have been or are about to be introduced. The most prom- 
inent of these is the rolling mills for copper and iron, the works being 
reported to be of a capacity sufticient to supply all the manufacturers of 
those metals upon the Pacific coast. In addition to the rolling mills and 
forge at present being constructed, I am informed that it is eontem3>luled 
in time to add copper smelting works for the reduction of low grades of 
ores, and tiiat Jn case iron ore of a suitable quality, abundance, and 
cheapness can be found to workj an iron furnace will be joined to the 
establishment. 

Another great want of California has been supplied in eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, by the erection of a linseed oil mill, which has a man- 
ufacturing capacity sufficient to supply the entire States and Territories 
of the Pacific coast 

A new branch of woollen mannfactures is also about to be eoramonced, 
which will give emyjloyment to several hundreds of people^ and supply a 
great want in the manufactures of the State. This is the Pacific Woollen 
Mills, which will make all varieties of woollen and mixed knit goods used 
by our people. The mill has been erected and the machinery set up 
ready for uae^ the latter consisting of seven sets of cards, four mnles^ 
twenty-seven knitting machines, and sixteen hundred spindles, the whole 
being driven by a one bundred horse power engine, and estimated to 
require an annual consumption of eight hundred thousand pounds of 
wooJ to keep it eonBtantJy employed* Besides ttam u^^ vv\\Vl^\iQt\i the 
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other woollen mills have largely increased their manufacturing capacity 
by additional buildings and machinery during the past year. Among 
other important works erected in eighteen hundred and sixty-six, is a 
dry dock at the Potrero, with a capacity to dock vessels of one thousand 
five hundred tons register, and a stone dry dock at Hunter's Point, with 
a capacity to dock any known vessel now afloat, except the Great East- 
ern and the Dunderberg. The latter dock is expected to be ready for 
use some time in the latter part of eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, 
and when completed, from its size and convenient location, will make 
the Port of San Francisco much resorted to by the larger vessels on the 
Pacific Ocean when needing important repairs. 

The facts connected with manufactures and mechanical industries for 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, so far as I can learn, indicate a degree 
of prosperity decidedly encouraging; and I should judge that the statis- 
tics of eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, when taken, will show a healthy 
increase over those of the preceding year.

Many of the foregoing manufactories have not only a capacity to 
supply the wants of this State and the adjoining States and Territories, 
but also to admit of large exports. The flouring mills have a capacity 
of over half a million barrels per annum, and during the latter part of 
the year sent large quantities of flour via the Isthmus, to New York. 
There the quality of the flour commanded the highest prices paid, while 
California wheat was condemned by Eastern millers as being too difficult 
to grind to make good flour. Many of the iron foundries and boiler 
shops have capacity sufficient to make the largest castings required, 
while the largest sized boilers can be made of as good material and 
workmanship as can be found in the Atlantic States. Besides the 
domestic demand for machinery, etc., the shops and foundries have sup- 
plied a large demand from Mexico and other foreign countries. The 
inauguration of a line of first class steamers to Japan and China, promises 
when in full operation to bring large orders to our workshops for 
machinery which has heretofore been supplied exclusively from Atlantic 
ports. The glass works which have been established for the manufacture 
of white glass, during eighteen hundred and sixty-six, are capable of sup- 
plying the entire Pacific coast with all articles in that line. Our soap 
works have almost entirely stopped the importation of all but fancy 
soaps, while the same results have been obtained by the manufacture of 
brooms and wooden ware, considerable quantities of the former having 
been exported to foreign ports. The chemical works are of a ca.^a»<i\fe^

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to supply tlie entire deniaiid for aeiJg for tb© rofining of the preeiona 
metals, and the completion of tUe GoldDo City Chemical Works will atill 

\ further inereaae this maoufaeture. Those latter works are of most 
extensive capacity, and promise soon to engage in the raaoufacture of 
many chemicals, extractSj etc., which have hiinorto been imported, 

The sugar refinerie^have a capacity of more than double the require- 
ments of the Pacific States and Territories; and if the importation of 
meUdo from the Hawaiian Islands at comparatively low prices is aue- 
eessful^ they will in all probability become large exporters of refined 
suf^ars to otlier markets now supplied from Europe. 

The lead and shot works, and the cordage lactory, almost entirely 
supply tbe domestic demand* 

The brass foundries supply about half tbe demand, wbOe glue and 
ueatsfoot oil are exported to tbe Atlantic States. 

The hose and belting manufacture is largely incroasingj and the articles 

[tnade give entire satisfaction lo parties using them. The domestic made 
matches have completely driven the imported article out of consumption. 
Two small yet important manufactures have been inaugurated during 
tbe year, wbicb promise to be of great benefit to our people. One is the 
manufacture of all Icinds of saws from plate steel, and the other the 
Bawing of marble by steam power. Hitherto all marble sawing was 

k'done by band, and was an expensive and tedious process. In fact, tbe 
expense of labor was so great that it prevented tbe opening up of marble 
quarries in this Btate, as domestic sawed marble could not compete with 
that imported from Europe and the Atlantic States, where cheap labor 
and machinery were used. The present works are limited io capacity 

[to the supplies of block marble to be bad^ but it is the intention of tbe 
owners to import arid quarry largely all kinds of marble in the block ^ 
when the works will be made more extensive. 

A most im porta t»t manufacture was commenced in December, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six; this was a type foundry, wbicb, with three 
machineSt employs seven men and thirty boys and girls, the value of tbe 
type made averaging at the rate of twenty thousand dollars per year. 
It is tbe intention of tbe proprietors to increase the nnmber of machines 
to six, with proportionate additioti of men and children required lor the 
business. The quality of tbe type made is unexceptionable, and the 
demand is so large that ordei*s for months ahead bavo been received.

Bm :— Inclosed you will plea&o find my report for the year eighteen 
hundred and s/xty-seven. 
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I have used all available means to make my figures as complete and 
correct as possible. There are many difficulties which hinder the collect- 
ing of statistics, the most prominent one being the fact that nearly all 
of those from whom they are to be collected regard them as matters of 
little or no consequence. More than one half of the taxpayers of this 
county come to the office to give in their lists of ^property, and they do 
so without having made any preparation whatever to Enable them to 
give reliable answers with reference to much of the information sought. 
I believe, however, that the figures which I have made out are, so far as 
relates to the more important items, very nearly correct; and I think 
my report, as a whole, is much nearer to the actual facts than it was 
last year. 

With reference to live stock, I think it would be well to give Assessors 
some instructions that would secure a uniformity of action throughout 
the State. This kind of property is continuuUy changing from one 
county to another, as well as changing hands in the same county; there- 
fore, unless some specified time is fixed upon, much of it may be returned 
by several parties for the same year. 

I would have sent my report sooner, but my work is but just com- 
pleted. This is a pretty large county, and according to the present 
method, it takes about all the time that the law allows to do the work. 

Hoping that this will meet with your approval,

I herewith present the annual report from this office. 

There has been very little, if any, change in this county since last year. 
Operations which have been carried on for two years past, in gathering 
crude oil from the petroleum springs in this county, have been almost 
entirely suspended. 

At Stott's refinery, on the Santa Paula Creek, work has been done all 
the year without much interruption. Most of the heavy work was 
confined to tunnelling ; and, during the latter part of September, an ex- 
plosion of rather a serious nature took place in the main tunnel, which 
will suspend work at the refinery for two or three months, to repair 
damages, as most of the crude material was obtained from that tunnel. 
The refinery has turned out an excellent aTl\c\ft oi o\\,\Xi^ \svq^\» ^^'l^VxO^ 
IB shipped to San FranciBGO» 
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Works of SQ esteii«t7€ nature &re Btili carried od id Ojal, wliere the 
Call fori) I a Petrolentii Comp&tij have their springs. No oil is being 
gathered there, however^ th^ operations beiog eoD^oed exclustvelj to 
the huilding of roads through this fine property, to facilitate transit^^ 
boring to a depth of aix handred feet having been, already attained, with 
good prospects of final guccess. 

The great otl fever which raged to Buch an extent in this cocinty, two 
years ago, has entirely subsided, and interested parties are waitiog for 
time to develop whether the springs are valnable or not. 

The wheat crop was very small for the year, owing chiefly to the 
want of mills where the crop could be disposed of For this reason all 
the flour consumed here comes from San Francisco. One or moro mills 
in the county would pay handsomely on the investment; and an enter- 
prising company who wonld put up a good mill in this town, and 
another in 8an Buenaventura, thirty miles southeast of this, would 
realise good interest on the capital expended, and at the same time 
would be doing an immense benefit to the county at large. I have beeo 
informed that it is proposed to put up at once a mill in San Buenaven- 
tura, to be ready for the crop of the coming season. 

The bean crop gathered was a very meagre one, owing principally to 
its being nearly destroyed by field mice, which infested our fields this 
year in greater numbers than ueuaL 

Very little barley was raised, most of the farmers cutting it for hay, 
which, apparently, is more remunerative to them than the grain. 

The number of grape vines, almonds, olives, and mulberry trees, 
planted, was far in excess of that of last year, A great number of other 
varietiea of fruit trees have been set out, but growers appear to pat more 
faith in the firnt four, as to their paying qualities* 

Tbe stock of cattle is augmenting very slowly* The sheep have more 
than doubled since last year. 

A project ia on foot to open land communication with Tulare 
County, by building a road acroes the coast range from this town* The 
proposed route has been examined by competent persons, who declare it 
perfectly feasible with a small outlay* It is proposed to ask for legiii- 
lative aid at the next aesaionj and, whether granted or not, the matter 
will be at once taken in hand* This route will open direct communica* 
tion with the Clear Creek country, and the people of that region can 
obtain their supplies by water from San Francisco to this port, and 
thence by land across the mountains, which will be a saving to them, of 
many miles of laud carriage. 

A cheese dairy has lately been established about six miles from this 
town J on the property of our enterprising townsman. Dr. J. B* Shaw, 
and is under the charge of Mr, Smithering.

Sir : — In compliance with law, I beg leave to submit the following 
report. 

you will see by the report that the general resources of the county 
are much the same as reported last year. There is quite an increase in 
the amount of wheat raised, owing in part to the low price of other 
kinds of small grain, and to the fact that our farmers find the soil better 
adapted to wheat growing than other grains, although all kinds yield 
abundantly. I think I can safely say that Santa Clara County is not 
surpassed by any county in the quality and quantity of its grain yield. 

The cultivation of the grape is still engaging the attention of many, 
and although the late frosts damaged the vines last year, yet the amount 
of wine manufactured was much larger than any year prior. The quality 
of the wine is superior, and finds ready sale. We have vineyards con- 
taining from one to one hundred acres. 

A silk factory is in course of erection in this city, which when com- 
pleted, will be an improvement of a substantial nature and an ornament 
to our county. Our enterprising townsman, L. Prevost, is engaged in 
raising silk worms with good success. He has now a large family of 
worms which are producing silk cocoons successfully. Mr. Prevost 
thinks from the experience he has had in silk raising, that the climate of 
California is very well adapted to that enterprise. 

The mining interest of this county is still confined to quicksilver. A 
new mine of cinnabar has recently been discovered, whichprospects very 
rich. It is located on the ranch of Mr. Chapman, about three miles from 
this city, who is the lucky owner of it. 

Land titles are becoming quieted, which stimulates the occupants of 
the land to build permanent improvements, and invites rich men to make 
homes in our fertile valley. , 

The accompanying schedule shows the various agricultural products of 
the county, as well as the various trees and vines; also, live stock.

Sir : — Herewith I send you my report as Assessor of Sierra County 
for the year eighteen hundred and sixty- six* 

The footings are aa complete as they can under the condition of thing8 
in this, and I may say» in all the mountain counties, be made*

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of acres, I have been compelled to resort to an estimate, but in every in- 
stance it will be found to be very near the exact thing. 

You will perhaps notice that for a large and populous county, we 
return but a small number of horses, mules, and cows. This is attributa- 
ble to the fact that in the winter the greater portion of our stock are 
sent to the valley counties to be wintered, and as a general thing are 
not brought back again until the Assessor's report is in great part made 
up ; and it is very rarely the case that they are allowed to return into 
our county until they are made to figure in the report of Assessors of 
other counties, nor until the owners have been made to pay taxes on 
them in counties where they, have been placed only temporarily. 

This manner of taxation operates very disadvantageously to Sierra 
County, and if such things can by any fair and honorable means be 
avoided, we desire to see a change. 

The greater portion of the farming land in Sierra County lies on the 
east side of the Sierra Nevada Mountains, in what is known as Sierra and 
Long Valleys. Sierra Valley is some twenty miles in length, and ranges 
from three to eight miles wide, through the entire length of which the 
waters of Feather Eiver flow by an easy and sluggish movement, finding 
a passage through the Sierra Nevada Mountains by a chain of valleys 
which would appear to an observer as though intended by nature as a 
route for the Atlantic and Pacific Eailroad, occause from actual observa- 
tions I am enabled to say that at no time durjng the past winter did the 
snow along the line of said stream exceed two feet in depth, and at no 
time during ten years last past has communication been cut off or travel 
in any degree impeded. I mention this with a view to call attention to 
the fact that in California has been the first instance where a railroad 
engineer has left a stream which breaks entirely through a chain of 
mountains, and route entirely feasible at all seasons of the year, in order 
to pass over the top of the mountains through a region of almost 
perpetual snow. 

The grain crop of Sierra County is principally produced in Sierra 
Valley ; also, the greater portion of the butter and cheese is made there. 
More than one half of the more valuable lands in this valley are properly 
speaking swamp and overflowed lands, and as such, the property of 
the State of California ; but I am informed that notwithstanding this 
patent fact, surveyors acting under the direction of some one of the 
United* States Land Offices, have entered upon, surveyed and returned a 
plot of these lands to the General Land Office, and unless the attention 
of the Legislature is called to this fact, they will soon be placed in the 
market as Government lands, the State thereby losing a revenue to 
which she is beyond question clearly entitled by Act of Congress. 

The fruit growing is chiefly confined to the Yuba Kiver and its tribu- 
taries, and a large portion of the entire crop is the finest quality. 
Nearly all other agricultural products reported in the accompanying 
table (hay excepted) are grown along the small creeks and ravines west 
of the summit. 

All of which I most respectfully submit for your consideration, and 
hope that it will meet with your approval.

Sm;— I herewith transmit to you the statistical report of the agri- 
cnltiiral products of this countyj as required by law. The report ie 
as full and as carefully compiled as circumstances wiil permit j but, not- 
withstanding my efforts J I cannot claim far it ta be a perfect exhibit of 
the reaoupcea of the county. Yery few farmers keep an account of the 
amount of the crops raised by them, and in many eases, when quee- 
tioned by the Assessor in regard to their last year's crops, for want of 
memoranda io refer to, will underestimate the amount; in numerous 
other instances, I do not find the partiea at home on my rounds in mak- 
ing the assessments, and when they return their assessmeDts to mo 
by mail, they rarely, if evor. furnish any statistical information^ for 
these and kindred reasons. The report is necessarily below the tnith ; 
but, notwithstanding, I think the showing made speaks w^ell for the 
prosperity of our county, and, as you will perceive from the cora- 
panson of the number of acres under cultivation in eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-siK with those under cultivation the present year, 
the agricultiirul interest is being developed very rapidly. As an 
instance of this, Paradise Valley — ^tjie name given by the settlers to 
a portion of tbc San Joaqnin Vallej' between the Stanislaus and Tuo- 
lumne Eivers, which only about five years since was regarded as 
almost a desert and unfit for agrieultare — has produced this year 
at least four thousand tons of wheat, the average yield being about 
fifteen bushels per acre ; and this would hav^e been increased to a 
considerable extent, bad it not been for the heavy windi^i which swept 
over the county about the time the early and best grain was ripening, 
and in some instances threshed out nearly one half the crops; and there 
are thoutsanda of acres of just such lands lying within from five to 
twenty miles of points accessible to steamboats on the San Joaquin and 
Tuolumne ilivers, for six ar eight mouths in the year. 

The tinanoiat condition of the county is also very satisfactory, with a 
debt of only about twenty-five tbouwand doilars, and decreasing; State 
and county taxes at two dollars and eighty -seven cents ]ier hundred 
dollars, and an assessment roll of upwards of one million two hundred 
thousand dollars, increasing at the rate of one hundred to two hundred 
thousand dollars per annum during the last three years. The citizens of 
this county have abundant reason to be thankful to Providence for the 
bountiful tiavors conferred upon them.

Sir : — In compliance with your request and with the law, I have the 
honor to submit my report for the current year. 

I have endeavored to comply as strictly as possible to the require- 
ments, but it has been impossible to make everything as complete as it 
should be, as the county is very large, and portions of it can only be 
visited but once, for lack of time. 

It will be seen that the county has prospered in some branches of 
industry, while in others it has retrograded a little. Our population 
remains about the same as it has been the last three years, and the class 
of which.it is composed has more of the permanent element in it than 
heretofore. The agricultural interests of the county are constantly 
improving, while the mines are falling off; not that they are giving out, 
but from the lack of capital to carry them on and develop them in the 
manner they are in the more favored counties, which are nearer the 
great centren of supply and of easy access. We need but railroads and 
capital to make Siskiyou thriving, prosperous, and populous. 

Stock of all kinds is scarce from the constant drain of the past three 
years for supplying the northern mines. 

Our quartz mills lie idle for the lack of the right kind of enterprise. 

Our flouring and lumber mills have constant employment, and our 
people are making their homes permanent.

Sir : — I have the honor herewith to transmit to you the tabular state- 
ment required by the Act of the Legislature, approved March tenth, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six. It embraces information required to be 
reported for the year terminating December thirty-first, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six, with three exceptional items relating to the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven. 

16 
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The Act raquires of tho AseeBSors ^* a full and true statement of all the 
agricultural and indua trial pursuits and product b of the several countieB, 
dietrk'ts, and townships, for the preceding year, and such other informa- 
tion as they may be required by the Surveyor-General to collect, and to 
report the same to the office of the Surveyor-General bctweeu the first 
day of September and the first day of November of each year/' 

The tabular statement, without a report explaining the same, would 
be devoid of that interest which such a document is entitled to^ when 
embodying those facts that aSbrd information and require explanatory 
remarks to illustrate the character and importance of the several pro- 
ducts and industries to which it relates. 

While the mines of our placer diggings are still wrought with meas- 
ureable success^ and our gold bearing quartz veins are now being suc- 
cessfully prospected, the agricultural interest m becoming one of increas- 
ing importance as the placer diggings diminish in the amount of their 
products. 

The*culture of the grape, the manufacture of wine, and the products 
of the various fruits of our gardens and ranches, are all becoming sources 
of increasing wealth. The foot-hills of our mountains are peculiarly well 
adapted to the culture of the grape, and the richest and most choice 
varieties dourish here in such superior quality and abundance as shows 
that no portion of the globe can claim to have a more favorable soil and 
climate for the growth of the grape or the manufacture of the rich and 
superior wines. Other frait in our gardens and ranches flouriiih luxu- 
riantly in the mountain districtSj and it only requires time^ capital j and 
knowledge of wine manufacturo^ to make the wino interest a most 
profitable one for the investment of capital; while other interests of gar- 
dening and ranch cultivation of frnits will be highly remunerative to the 
agricultural farmer who shall make himself a permanent resident of the 
mountain districts — a region superior to all others in health, beauty, and 
enjoyment of its grand and beautiful scenery and invigorating atmos- 
phere* California is everywhere an inviting region to the traveller, but 
to him tho mountain gardens and ranches are a paradise of pleasure. 

The fruits other than the grape — the apple, the pear, the pi urn , the 
peach, the nectarine, the apricot-— all find a soil fitted to their best and 
richest growth and highest excellence. The quince, the cherry ^ the fig, 
the olive, the prune^the almond, and mulberry, all flourish in abundance 
with opportune cultivation, and can be produced with ease and of excel- 
lent quality. 

The several domesticated berries are cultivated with uniform sucoess. 
The strawberry, raspberry, gooseberry, blackberry, and other berrieSj 
furnish fine specimens of superior quality and in great abundance. 

Grain and vegetables in favorable seasons are of fine growth and 
excellent quality^ but the dry seasons compel the ranchman to cut his 
fields of wheat, barleyj and oats, for a hay crop; while in other seasons 
more favorable, the crops of wheat, barley, and oats, are of sterling qual- 
ity and of good average yield. The last season the hay crop Avas large, 
and prices reduced, Indian corn does not find a genial climate in the 
mountains. The seasons are too short, and the chilly air predominates 
in the earlier and later portions of the necessary time to produce it in 
its better growth. 

The mountaini are a favorite region for bees and their manufacture of 
honey > 

Poultry SonrisheB in the moantamtt, and ^^^a and chickens are 
Bbundunt; butter is of superior quality^ ani V% \t\sfe \Ti QQm\^^T^\»ii 
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quantities. Bat little attention is paid to the making of cheese in this 
district. 

The finest specimen of potatoes to be found in California are culti- 
vated in the mountains. On one ranch, eight acres produced fifty tons 
the last season. In fruits and vegetables, all the crops were, last season, 
a success, especially the grape, the plum, and the pear. 

Beets, turnips, carrots, and cabbages, are a sure vegetable crop, and of 
good quality. Pumpkins, squashes, melons, tomatoes, cucumbers, and 
other garden vegetables, are abundant. 

One firm in this district slaughtered two thousand beeves, three 
hundred hogs, and three thousand sheep, last season. 

Horses, mules and asses, coming from every part of the States, are 
of every variety, and but few are bred in this district. 

It may not be amiss to notice the marble quarries in this district. Our 
quarries produce some of the finest specimens of marble, both for common 
use and for fancy purposes. Four quarries have been already discovered 
in this district, and all of excellent quality. First — ^Near the Stanislaus 
Eiver, of pure white marble ; extensive and well suited for statuary, re- 
ceiving a high polish. Second — In Matelote Gulch ; pink and black 
mixed ; takes a high polish. Third — Knapp's Eanch; white marble, with 
blue veins. Fourth — Vine Spring^; the ledge is immense, of good qual- 
ity, and suitable for almost any purpose. It has been opened and 
wrought extensively for several years. 

Perhaps no country equals California in the development of fossil 
remains of ancient date, of the elephant, the rhinoceros, the mammoth, 
and mastodon, and numerous other animals ; and the bones and skulls 
of the ancient inhabitants who once peopled this country, but thousands 
of ages since have passed away. These remains have been, within the 
past few years, ana are now being exhumed, in the mining districts, 
with their contemporaries of the animal tribe, by the miner in his search 
for golden treasure ; and science is being enriched by the development 
of geological history, as well as the miner by the harvest of his labors. 
Thus, while the miner is gaining his treasure, the truth of science is 
confirmed and its history enlarged. 

District Number Two has furnished a great number of valuable fossils 
which have enriched the cabinets of the learned and scientific, as well 
as furnished those who are fond of accumulating specimens of natural 
history. 

With these limited remarks, I submit this report to the consideration 
of the efficient agent of the Government to whom it is my duty to trans- 
mit it.

Allow me, in the first placej to call jon attention to the State lands ; 
I will ahow the amount sold and the approximate amount remaining 
unsold, etc, : 

I Of the grant of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth Bectiona, there has been 
located, since the hegining of my term of office (December firstj eigh- 
teen hundred and sixty-aeven), one million five hundred and eighty-eight 
thousand three hundred and ninety -two acres; of this amount six hun- 
dred and three thousand four hundred and five acres have been approved 
by me, and in almost every case the first p^mont of twenty per cent* 
of the principal and ten per cent, per annunfi uteres t on the balance has 
been paid. There remains in this office applied for, unapproved, nine 
hundred and eighty-four thousand nine hundred and thirty-six acres ; 
this can be approved as soon as the proper certificates from the United 
States Land Oflfices can be obtained. (I will refer to this subject here- 
after). The six hundred and three thousand four hundred and five acres 
already approved, at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, amounts to 
seven hundred and fifty-four thousand three hundred and eighteen dollars 
(disregarding fractions) ; twenty per cent, of this amount is one hundred 
and fifty thousand eight hundred and sixty-three dollars, and ten per 
cent, on the balaoce of the principal, six hundred and three thousand 
four hundred and five dollars, is sixty thousand three hundred and forty 
dollars and fifty cents. 

The nine hundred and eighty-four thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
six acres, at one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, amounts to one mil- 
lion two hundred and thirty-one thousand one hundred and seventy dol- 
lars; twenty per cent, of this, two hundred and forty thousand two hun- 
dred and thirty-four dollarsj and ten percent, per annum on the balance, 
will amount to ninety-eight thousand four hundred and ninety -three dol- 
lars and sixty cents per annum. As soon as the nine hundred and eigh- 
ty-four thousand nine hundred and thirty-six acres are approved there 
will be an income of interest to the School Fund, on sales made since the 
begining of ray term of office (or December first, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven), one hundred and fifty -eight thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-three dollars and sixty cents; to this amount add about twenty 
thousand dollars interest on sales made prior to that date, and we have 
one hundred and seventy-eight thousand eight hundred and thirty-three 
dollars per annum income to the School Fund from. t\i\% ft'a\ix<i^^^^'^* 
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The above ealcolatlon is based upon the aegiumption tbat purchasers 
Tvill continue to pay ten per cent, per annum interest, irietQacI of paying 
the whole amoant down ; they rarely pay the whole, but generally prefer 
to buy on credit. Aa sales are belug made every day on credit, which 
more than doubles the payments in full, we can safely rely on a yearly 
income of about one hundred and seventy *five thousand dollai'a from tbis 
grant, for some time to come. The nine hundred and eighty-four thou* 
Band nine hundred and thirty-six acres can be approved so that the twenty 
per cent, of the principal and ten per cent, interest on the balance will 
be dae and payable by tbe first of January, eighteen hundred and seventy. 
If proper legislation can be had in time it will be done as soon as the 
proper certificates can be obtained from the Registers of the TToTted 
States Land OMces. 

The Act of eighteen hundred and sixty-eight made it my duty to apply to 
tbe local United States Begisters for information concerning the sixteenth 
and thirty-sixth sections in their respective districtSj and to procure a 
certificate as to their condition. I made the application in accordance 
with the Act, and received the proper certifieates from the Eegislers of 
Hnmholtlt, Yisaliaj and Sacramento Land Diatricts. Tbe Registers of 
the above named districts sent with the certificates their bills for doing 
the work, which j in my opinioUj waa made out in accordance with 
tbe State law and the regalations of the General Land OMce at 
Washington, 

These bills were certified to as being correct by me, and sent to the 
Board of Examiners^ who refused to allow them for the reason that '*• no 
money had been appropriated to pay the bills/' The Registers of the 
Other districts* knowing the facts above stated^ refused to send the cer- 
tificates; so the locations stend unapproved. The purchasers, when they 
desire so to do, could procure these certificates at their own expense, hot 
as it is to their interest to delay approval so that payment would be 
deferred, they seldom trouble themselves about them. 

The Rcfristers should be paid at once ; it is doing them a great injus- 
tice, and the State an injury » to delay this matter. 

The School Fund is losing the interest on about one million dollars by 
the refusal to pay these bills, which, in tbe aggregate, would not amoant 
to ten thousand dollars. 

There is no necessity for a change in the law, for it already authorizes 
tbe payment of their bills ; it is only necessary to appropriate the money. 

Tbe amount of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections remaining 
unsold about equals tbat already disposed of, but of course it is not so 
valuable. I think that there yet remains to be sold, of this grant, one 
million acres, from which the State can realise one dollar and a quarter 
per acre, if managed properly. We have disposed of but little in the 
mining and timbered portion of the State. This is owing to surveys of 
the United States not having been made there. The surveys are being 
pushed forward as fast as possible by the United States Surveyor-Greneraf. 

In another part of this report I will make some suggestions respecting 
our land interest in tbe mining counties. 



OTHEE GBAffTS* 



The five hundred thousand acre grant has ail been soldi of this two 
hundred and twenty-three thousand one hundred and seventy- two and 
sixty one-hundredths acres have been certified to the State by the 
depBHmeot at W'ashington. 
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Tho aeTenty-two section grant has all been disposed of; but little of it 
hns beoa listed to the State. The ten section grant is all sold ; one 
thonaand two hundred and eighty-three and eighty one-hundredths acres 
havG been certified over. 

The one hundred and fifty thousand acres granted to the State for 
Agricultural College purposes is in the hands of the Regents of the 
State University* and therefore I cannot give any information concerning 
this grant. 

The amount of swamp and overflowed land aold since the first of No- 
vember, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, is seven hundred and ten thou- 
sand six hundred and ninety-nine and eighty^eis ooe-hundredths acres; 
amount sold prior to that date, two million three hundred and ninety 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight; total, three million one hundred 
and one thousand six hundred and thirty-seven and ninety-one one* 
hundredths acres- Seven hundred t^d sixty-nine thousand five hundred 
and eighty- two and thirty-two one-hundredths acres have been listed. 

There are scvi.M"al thousand acres in dispute between the State and the 
United States, upon which evidence as to its character wa?^ taken before 
the United States Surveyor-General, under the Act of Congress^ eighteen 
hundred and sixty-six. 

This evidence was written down and forwarded , in some of the cases, 
to the authorities at Washington, but no decision has been made yet. 
There are other cases which should be adjusted by the United States 
authorities as soon as possible, so that purchasers can have their titles 
settled. It is over nineteen years since this grant was made to the State, 
yet not one-fourth of it has heen listed ; some plan should be adopted to 
liave this work done at once. My predecessor, Surveyor-General Hough- 
ton, recommended in hia report that the State employ an attorney to 
attend to this matter, who resides at Washington. This^ in my opinion, 
i® the only way we can ever have our claims adjusted. We are morally 
bound to protect purchasers of swamp and overflowed land, and every 
effort should be made to have their rights respected, 

THB LAND LAWS, 

I would recommend some changes in the present law, which my expe- 
rience of two years teaches me should he made. Section twenty-three of 
the Act of eighteen hundred and sixty-eight should be changed so that a 
purchaser could make paymentof principal and intereston i^chooUandto 
any Count}^ Treasurer in the State. It is not always convenient to go to 
the county seat of the county in which the land is situated ^ to make pay- 
ment 1 see nothing in the present law to prevent parties from doing 
so now J but some lawyers entertain doubts, however, as the legality of 
doing so. Section fifty-three reads as follows : ^* Whenever any resident 
of this State desires to purchase any of the other lands of this State 
mentioned in section fifty-two of this Act (evidently meaning section 
fifty-one), except the sixteenth and thirty-sisth sections, he or she shall 
make an affidavit before any officer authorized to administer oaths, that 
he or she is a citizen of the United StateSj or if a foreigner, then that he 
hae filed his intention of becoming a citizen, a resident of the State, of 
lawful age ; that he or she desires to purchase said land (giving a des- 
cription hy legal subdivisiona) under the provisions of this Act, and that 
there is no improvements of any kind on said land other than those of 
the applicant," etc. It will he seen that the purchaser of lieu land Is not 
required to swear that he has not entered any portion of the aiKt^Q^tJa. 
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and thirty-sixth sections, whicb^ together with that now sought to be 

fmrebaBedf shall exceed throe haodred andtwoDty acres^ as is the ca 
ocating the sixteenth and thirtj-sixth seetions proper. The 
qaoDce of this omiasioD \b^ speculators could take as much as they cti 
in their owd name. Many of them have taken advantage of thia i 
BtOD, This should be amended as soon as possible;, ana I would 
recommend an amendment to the law go as to prevent speealatioo 
school lands. » 

The law should be so amended as to prevent any but actual set- 
tlers from obtaining title to the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections 
This can only be done by changing the law so that title shall issue onlj 
to an actual settler, one who has resided on the land at least three yeanJ 
or the beirs of such person, and can prove that he has at least five bun 
dred dollars worth of improvements on the land. In the mines th^i 
Survey or-General should be allowed^iiscretionary power as to the sale i 
lands ^ should be fiod rich quartz veins, copper lodes or other valuably 
mineral, he should be allowed to sell such lands to tbe highest bidder- 
always given settlers preference* Some plan should be adopted to di$ 
pose of tbe mineral school lands properly, so that they can be sold fo^ 
what they are worth* Many sections in the mines will be found to 
entirely valuelesSj white others will be worth manj^ thousands of dollar 
on aecoout of timber and mineral to be found upon them. 

I am informed that an eflfort will be made in the next Legislature to 
separate the offices of Surveyor-G-eneral and Eegister of tbe Land Office. 
Ko greater piece of folly could be committed than to separate these two 
offices. They are so intimately and inseparably connected that it would 
work great mischief to separate thena. In the first place, it would cos 
the State about ten thousand dollars to copy the maps and books whicfi 
would be actually necessary if the offices are separated. Besides thii^ 
useless expenditure, there would be another salaried officer to drawfou^ 
thousand dollars per annum. 

But the greatest objection to separating the two offices iSj it would 
create so much confusion that the public interest would certainly auifer* 
There is no more use for two officers to perform the duties of Register! 
and Survey er-General than there is for two Controllers. 

The great bulk of tbe work of the Surveyor Gen era Ts office has beeu 
done, and from this time the work will steadily decrease, so that oni 
officer can easily perform the duties of both offices. 

The movement is gotten up for the benefit of some political aspirant^ 
and 1 trust the Legislature will not countenance this new scheme to 
fleece the already overtaxed people of this State, who. in my humble 
opinion J will object to this utterly useless waste of their money. 

The swamp laud law needs some changes, which will be suggested td 
the Legislature by those interested in the reolamation of this class of 
land. 

From the statistical tables it will be seen that the agricultural coun- 
ties are in a flourishing condition, and that their populatiou is increasing 
rapidly, 

Tbe mining counties, I am sorry to say, do not show many signs of 
progress; iu fact, most of them are fast losing their population. This 
state of things ciin be attributed to two causes, viz ; tbe decrease of the 
gold yield in tbe mines, and the increasing importance of the agricultu- 
ral interest in the valleys. 

The mining counties can yet be savedj if CoDgress would pass an Ac^ 
throwing tho /ands in the mines into market, T\i\%\^ iKext only ho^e. 




People will not settle on and improve lands to which they can get no 
title) and if they do, the land upon which thej^ live cannot be taxed, 
beeaaee thej have no title to it* Throw tham into Enarket, or rather 
open them to pre*emptionj so the settlers can own the land apon which 
tfiey settle^ aod you will then see a new order of things in the mining 
couBtiei. 

If these landB are open to pre-emption^ the foot-hills of the Sierra 
NevadaSj in a very few years, will become the viaeyardof the State. It 
is the opinion of many of our wine growers that the grapes grown in 
the foot-hills are superior for wine making to those grown in the valleys. 
The vine certainly flourishes there as well as it does anywhere io the 
State, and some of the finest wine ever made on this coast was made 
from the grapo grown in the foot-hills. Superior qualities of fruit and 
vegetables are produced there. Our best apples and peaches are grown 
in the mining counties. All kinds of grain and grass are produced in 
the mining region. Another advantage is, they have plenty of wood 
and fine water, and a healthy climate. 

Oar Legislature should memorialize Congress to have the whole of 
the western slope of the Sierra Nevadas surveyed and opened to pre- 
emption. This will Boon put our raining counties on a good footing 
again. The timber and pasturage in them abne will be of great 
importance, in a few years. There is great injustice done our mining 
counties, which [ wish to call your attention to, and which, I tbmk, 
should he remedied at once. The cattle and sheep raisers in the valley 
counties, in many instanceSj drive their cattle and sheep to the mountains 
in the spring, and keep them there until they are driven out by the 
snow in the fall ; but in almost every case they have their stoek assessed 
in the valley counties, where taxes are lower, before starting to the 
mountains. The consequence iSj the rich valley county gets the taxes, 
while the mountain county, that feeds the stock eight months in the 
year, receive» nothing. This is decidedly unjust, and should be corrected. 
The mountain connty is as much entitled to the benefit of her pas- 
turage as the valley to her wheat. This is practiced to a very great 
extent to Alpine^ Amador, El Dorado, Calaveras, Tuolumne aod Mariposa 
Counties J and as the fact is well known to the representotives of these 
counties, it is to be hoped they will have this evil reraedied. 

The statistical tables show the number of acres cultivated and num- 
ber of bufihels raised in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight. They also 
show the number of acres sown in wheat and barley in eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty- eight. It is to be regretted that the statistics of these 
important products of the State cannot be had for publication the year 
that they are produced, but this cannot be done until the law is changed 
so as to allow the assessments to be made later in the year. 

The tables show that about twenty million bushels of wheat was pro- 
duced in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight. They also show that this 
(was produced from about one million acres of land. All the counties 
reported except Shasta and part of El Dorado. This shows that our 
State produces about twenty bushels to the acre. Compare this with 
the product of some of the great wheat growing States of the East : 
First, compare with Illinois; she produced^ in eighteen hundred and 
sixty *cight, a favorable year^ a little over eleven bushels to the acre ; Indi- 
ana, about the same; OhiOj thirteen; Missouri, about fourteen; Minnesota 
and Kobraska, fifteen each j New York and Iowa, fourteen ; Arkansas, 
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thirteen^ Yermont runs up to sixteen, while Tenneeseei a wheat grow- 
ing State, ean ouly prodace a little over six; Kentucky only eight and a 
balfj and Kansas only five* Califoroia, without extra care^ averages four 
bushela more than the highest, and her fiour is worth fifty ceots more 
per barrel in the market than that of any other State in the Union. I 
am of the opinion that twenty bushels per acre is a low estimate for 
California ; it certainly fell short of the average last year, but may not 
he short for a period of ten years. The crop this yeai% from all the 
information at hand, will not average quite as uigh per acre as it did in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight The wheat crop io the San Joaquin 
Yalleyi this year, was fully up to laat years^ yield; but in some of the 
*' Bay Counties " the rust was very destructive this year. I attribute 
this to *' overcropping/* Otir farmers will find that their lands mast 
have rest^ or the crop must be changed to remedy this evil. The laode 
of !Napai Solano^ Alameda^ San Joaquin, and perhaps other counties, are 
feeling sensibly the evil of *■ overcropping." 

Our barley production, which is a substitute for corn and oats in the 
East J for feed, is next to wheat in importance. The crop, in eighteen 
hundred and eixty-eightj amounted to seven million three hundred and 
twenty-nine thousand one hundred and twenty-eight bushels, averaging 
a little over twenty bushels to the acre. This grain is used extensWei^^ri 
in breweriesi in the manufacture of beer, and the rate lug of it la aboifl^ 
as profitable as the raising of wheat. It does not impoverish the lan^^ 
to the extent that wheat does^ nor does it require so much care. There 
were seventy-nine thousand and sixty-four acres of oats sown in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-eight, producing two million jSve hundred and sixty- 
eig^ht thousand seven hundred and fifty-nine bushels. 

Indian corn is not extensively raised in this State; only a few favored 
spots have boeo planted. It requires too much care to be profitably 
produced here. 

Wool growing is one of the most important aa well as one of the most 
profitable branches of industry that our people are engaged in. In 
eighteen bondred and sixty-eightj the number of sheep in the State^ m 
shown hy the Assessor's returns, was one million eight hundred and 
thirty4bree thousand six hundred and sixty-seven. The wool clip 
returned in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight was six million seven 
hundred and fifteen thousand and forty-nine pounds; number of sheep 
in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, two million one hundred and thirty- 
seven thousand nine hundred and forty-eight. The average price of 
wool in the market le about sixteen cents per pound. Our eheop- 
raisers are improving their stock by crossing them with the blooded 
stock of the Eastern States and Europe. The western elope of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains is extensively used for summer sheep pasture, 
and in the winter they are driven to the unoccupied lands, and in sornu 
cases the stubble fields of the valleys ; the grasses of the western 
slope of the Sierra ^Nevada arc abundant and nutritious in the summer. 
This portion of our State will^ in a few years^ be the only summer 
pasturage our sheepraisers will have. 

Wine making seems to be steadily on the increase. Number of gallons 
returned in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight (product of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven), one million eight hundred and eighty-four 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-two; nnmber of vines in eighteoQ 
hundred and sixty-eight, twenty million one hundred and forty- two 
thousMud ; number of gallons made in eighteen hundred and sixty« 
si^ht^ two miUIon five hundred and eighty -^j^^^Tiytitsua'aaxd^v en hundred 
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and Bixty-four; numberof vines retorned in eighteen hundred and sixty* 
nine, twenty-two million four hundred and two thotieand five hundred 
and ninety. 

Los Angeles County takes tbe lead in wine mailing; her eoil and 
climate aro peculiarly adapted to the growing of the vine^ the Cali- 
fornia variety of grape being mostly cultivated, but eevoral foreign 
varieties hav*3 been successfully raiaed in this county. Sonoma is next 
to Los Angeles. The climate in the valley around tbe Town of Sonoma^ 
although five hundred miles further nofth, is similar to that of Los 
Angeles, and their productionSj with few exeeptions, are the Bame. Tbe ^ 
vine eecras to do well in all the counties^t flourishes wherever planted; ] 
but 1 am fully convinced that the foot-hills of our mining counties are 
better adapt<Mi to wine making than the valleys. All we want to n^ako 
California a great wine making State is experien(?e — men who under- 
stand the manufactui'ing of it. There are few of our people who have 
had sufficient experience in the business. 

Silk growing is attracting some attention, but it is only an experiment 
thus far. There is no question as to the production of silk on this coast; 
the only question is, will it remunerate tbe silk growers? The uialberry 
grows as well here as it does anywhere on the globej and the silk worm 
seems to bo as healthy and prolific as in any silk growing country, but 
inexperience in the management of them is a serious drawback to our 
silk growers. 

Fruit of almost every variety grows to an astonishing size all over the 
State. In the Counties of Los Angeles and San Diego many of the 
tropical fruits are successfully produced — oranges, lemons, limes, figs, 
pomegrantes and olives — all of them in the open air. It is truly astonish- 
ing to see how young fruit trees will hear on this coast. For instance : 
A pear tree three years old can often bo seen loaded down with fruit; 
apples the same; peach will bear at two years; vines two years — often 
at one. The size and fine flavor of the fruits of California has a fame 
throughout the length and breadth of the civilized worlds and, from tbe 
display made at our fairs^ she fully deserves the reputation of being the 
finest frait country under the sun. 

You will observe that the returns from the County of Stanislaus are 
the same that they were last year. The reason for this is, the Assessor 
returned last yearns product of grain instead of the product of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven. This year ho assessed the county too early to 
get at the quantity of grain raised in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. 

The Assessor evidently misunderstood the instructions last year* The 
tables contain other discrepancies which need explanation. The total 
valuation of real estate in eighteen hundred sixty-eight was one hundred 
and fourteen million two hundred aod nineteen thousand two hundred 
and fifty-one dollars; for eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, valuation is 
one hundred and thirty-seven mitiion one hundred and sixty-seven 
thousand four hundred and seventeen dollars, Yaluation of improve- 
ments in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight is put down at seventeen 
million five hundred and ninety-five thousand three hundred and thir- 
teen dollars; in eighteen hundred and sixty-seven they are eighteen 
million ninety-eight thousand and ninety-nine dollars. Personal pro* 
porty in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight was valued at ninety-four 
million two hundred and thirteen thousand and thirty-four dollars; in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, at eighty-six million ei^ht hundred 
and nine thousand and six dollars (a difference in favor of eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty- eight of eight million doUaixaV 1^^l^ ViXsJi^^^^a^x^^*^^'^ 
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eigliteeii hundred and mxty-mgixt foots up two hundred and twenty-six 
mUUon thirty-three thousand and ninety-eight dollars; In eighteen hun- 
dred und sixty -seven, two hundred and forty*aeven million seven ty>four 
thou«aDd five hundred and twenty dollars. 

Some of the Assessors have evidently returned the valuation of real 
estate and improvements together. In several of the eountieSj in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-eight, no valuation for improvements is returned; if 
they were, they must have been added to the real estate valuation. This 
year no real estate valuation ii returned from the Counties of San Diego 
or Shasta, and no valuation for Improvements in San Francisco for 
eighteen hundred and 8ixU'*nine. The improvements have been added 
to the real estate in San Francisco, as tbey were in eighteen hundred 
and &ixt3*-eight. The total valuation of property is correct, as made by 
the Assessors, but I think far below the actual value-. 

IMMlORATTOPf. 
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A few remarks on this important subject would not be out of place in 
this report. The valley of the San Joaquin^ stretching three hundred 
miles southward, with an average width of thirty miles, is eapablo of 
sustaining a population of one hundred thousand. The Sacramento 
Yalley* lying in a northerly direction from Sacramento, will sustain as 
many or more than the San Joaquin. The western slope of the Sierra 
Nevada can more than quadruple its present population* 

The rolling hills belonging to the two coast ranges can sustain a pas- 
toral population of many thousands. The valleys of Napa, San Jose, 
Suisun and Sonoma, can eomfortabl}' support ten times their present 
population* The Counties of Mendocino, Humboldt, Bel Nortej Trinity, 
Sifikiyou and Shasta, with their inexhaustible forests of timber, rich soil 
and pasturage, will give employment to tens of thousands of indiistrioos 
people* The Counties of Los Angeles, San Biego, San Bernardino, Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo, with their semi tropical climate and 
excellent soil, will furnlsb homes for as many iDhabitants as the whole 
of New England now con tarns. 

The question we now have to deal with ie, as to the beet plan to be 
adopted to get emigrants to coma to our State In my opinion, the Leg- 
islature should take the matter in band, and make some provision to 
encourage emigration. A few hundred thousand dollars could be profit- 
ably expended in this laudable enterprise. Agencies should be estab- 
lished in England, Ireland, France and Germany. Most of the Western 
States have these agencies there, and California should have ber's. The 
emigrant will find, on his arrival here, that the price of land around the 
Bay of San Francisco is high, entirely out of his reach, but lands in 
the valleys not bordering on the bay are not unreasonably high. In 
San Joaquin County good agricultural lands can be bought for from seven 
dollars to thirty dollars per acre; in Stanislaus County, at from five dol- 
lars to twenty-five dollars per acre; in Merced, at from five dollars to 
twenty dollars per acre ; in Fresno, frooi two and one-half dollars to ten 
dollars per acre; in Tulare and Kern, about the same as in Fresno, 
These counties are all in the San Joaquin Yalley, and for productions 
thoy have no superior anywhere. In Los Angeles and San Diego lands 
are reasonably low* In Mendocino, Humboldt, Del Norte and Trinity 
Counties, the improved lands are high, but there are thousands of acres 
of unoccupied land that the settler can get for one dollar and a quarter 
perut^rtf with Sne t/mber^ water and graas. T\\«a gra.VLl tc* Ibe Southern 
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Pacific Railroad being annulled, million i of acrea of good land are now 
sabject to private entry in the San Joaquin and Talare Yalleys. (Th© 
Tulare IB a continuation of tbe Ban Joaquin.) 

Maps showing tbese valleys and the unoceapied land of tbe State 
should be made for distribution. Tbe State sbould use every exertion to 
promote immigration of the industrioua claaaes from Europe* We want 
workers ; we have non-producers enough here already ; we have doctors, 
lawyerSj clerks and politicians in abundance j we now want farmers, 
mechanioB, artisans and winegrowers; all of this class can find profita- 
ble employment here, and in a very short time can make comfortable 
homes for themselves and their families. 1 deem itmv duty, in connectioD 
with the foregoing^ to call your attention to the evil of land mouopolieB. 
This is, and has been, the great drawback to the settling of our fair 
State. Tbe evil has existed so long that it would, at first glance, seem 
too late to remedy it, but such is not tbe case. Congress should be asked 
to pass an Act withdrawing all of her public domain from private entry. 
It should be sold only to actual settlers. The whole of the vast tract 
restored along the Southern Pacific Eailroad will be bought by specula- 
tors, unless it is withdrawn from market This Congress can do early 
this session ; if dpuej it will be of untold benefit to this State. There 
should be no delay in this matter. To let this immense domain fall into 
the hands of speculators would be ten times worse than to give the 
alternate sections to the railroad company. Should the railroad company 
get an Act passed (the attempt will be made) by Congress, restoring 
these lands to them, it should be on tbe condition that they should be 
compelled to sell tbe land to actual settlers at a price fixed , s^y two dol- 
lars and fifty cents per acre. I have, as well as I possibly could, pointed 
out some of our advantages; I have also shown some of our drawbacks. 
I leave it to you and the Legislature to suggest and apply the remedies. 

STATU BOUNDARY. 

The eastern boundary of this State sbould be run and marked out. 
The recent discovery of mines along the line makes it necessary to have 
thin line finished. The initial point on tbe Colorado River is fixed and 
permanently established, and the line has been run southward from Lake 
Bigler to the White Mountains in Mono County, and about two hundred 
and ninety miles remains to be run, 

COUNTY BOUNDARIES, 

I have not been called upon to establish any of the county boundaries, 
X would recommend that if any changes are made in the county lines, 
that they be made to conform to tbe United States section and township 
lineSj where streams are not taken for boundaries.

Sir : In compliance with the law of eighteen hundred and sixty-six 
(California Statutes, page 201), herewith I hand you a statistical report 
of the agricultural products of the County of San Francisco, together 
with a report of the manufactures and mechanical industries of this 
city and county, for the year eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, in 
making up this report, I have endeavored, as far as possible, to make 
it full and complete in every particular ; but owing to many reasons, 
not fully known to me, I have experienced much difficulty in obtain- 
ing the necessary data to make such report as was doubtless contem- 
plated by the passage of said law. The penalty provided in the 
premises rests alone upon the Assessor, while it is evident to me that it 
should apply with equal force to all, especially to those in charge of 
manufacturing and agricultural pursuits, in order that something like an 
approximate idea might be formed. A conception of the worth and ben- 
efit of statistics can be derived only from their correctness and extent, 
hence the importance of an imperative obligation to give data in relation 
thereto. 

There are many extensive commercial and mechanical enterprises, 
which have been commenced and perfected during the past year, too 
elaborate for detail, the synopsis of which may be found in their regular 
order. There are also many in the process of organization at the pres- 
ent time which have likewise been mentioned in this report, but with 
reference to capacity only. ■ 

The facts connected with manufactures and mechanical industries for 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven show, as was contemplated by the 
Assessor in his last annual report, an interesting degree of prosperity 
and mechanical success; and, judging the future by t\iQ ^^^t ^w^^'t<^'%«^ 
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indications, I think the statistics of eighteen hundred and sixty-eight 
will show a handsome and reliable increase.

The California Dry Dock Company, a corporation formed in August, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, have two dry docks (a stone dry dock 
and a floating dry dock) in complete working order, at Hunter's Point, 
in the City and County of San Francisco.

This dock will take in a ship drawing twenty-two feet of water, with- 
out lighterage. 

The formation of the rock in which the dock has been dug is serpen- 
tine, and exhibits no fissures or seams. 

The sides of the dock are lined with ten by ten inch Puget Sound pine, 
so. arranged as to form a series of steps. These timbers are securely 
anchored into the rock with one and a half inch bolts of California man- 
ufacture, and sulphured with sulphur from the Borax Lake Works. The 
keel blocks are of laurel, from Russian Eiver, California. The dock is 
opened and closed by a floating caisson gate, strongly constructed of the 
best Oregon pine, caulked, copper-bottomed, and fastened with composi- 
tion bolts, spikes and treenails.

A double steam engine, with the necessary pumps, is placed on the 
caisson for the purpose of pumping, and for working the gates and 
valves. 

ENGINES AND PUMPS. 

There are two high pressure engines (twenty-two inch cylinders, four 
>ot stroke) used for pumping out the dock. The engines are svii^^Ua!^ 
'ith steam from four tubular boilers, each svx\»ee\ifeQ\i\Ti\^\i^05i.^sA^i&s^- 
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four inches in diameter, and, together, having a fire surface of three 
thousand eight hundred square feet and burning two thousand pounds 
per hour. 

There are two centrifugal pumps, the invention of Colonel A. W. Yon 
Schmidt and J. H. Von Schmidt, of this city. Bach of these pumps will 
discharge thirty thousand gallons per minute, and, at an average rate of 
speed, will empty the dock of water in two hours. 

The pumps, engines and boilers were built at the foundry of the Vul- 
can Iron Works Company. 

THE FLOATING DEY DOCK. 

The floating dry dock is moored between two piers, about seventy-five 
yards from the entrance of the stone dry dock. 

It is constructed of the strongest Oregon pine, and is of the following 
dimensions:

Sir : The accompanying tabular statement gives as full and complete 
a list of the statistics of this township as I have been able to obtain. 
The law allows me until the first of November to make up my statistical 
report, but I could add nothing to it by deferring to that date, except, 
perhaps, the sowing of eight or ten acres of wheat, which, T think, would 
hardly justify the delay, especially as you desire such reports to be sent 
in early. In agriculture, there is but little done in this township. Those 
who cultivate the soil devote their attention chiefly to horticulture and 
fruit growing. Of the cereals sown, the greater part is cut for hay. 
About half our township is divided into town lots. Although the terri- 
tory is small, five homestead associations have six tracts so divided, very 
little of which is cultivated. Many lots and larger tracts have changed 
hands during the year, at increased prices. Some of the purchasers have 
built and others are building } hence a slight increase has taken place in 
our population, and we may expect it to increase with accelerated speed, 
as its superior attractions for family residences are beginning to be 
appreciated. Its venerable live oaks afford an agreeable shelter from the 
noon-day sun, and also a protection from the rude blasts that annoy 
the dwellers in less favored portions near the coast. 

In my communication of last year, I took occasion to call your atten- 
tion to the law requiring the taxation of mortgages, and to show the 
injustice of its operation I presented a case in which the same piece of 
property virtually paid to the State three taxes. . The same case still exists, 
ana this year there are several others of a similar kind. The owner of 
a lot borrows money to improve it, and gives a mortgage on both lot and 
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improvements to secure the payment. The lot and improvements are 
taxed, and so is the mortgage. The property and ths debt incurred in 
procuring it are both taxed. In one case the holder of a mortgage 
gives it as security for a loan of something over one-third of the amount. 
He is taxed on the whole amount of the mortgage, while he owes and 
is paying interest on more than three-fourths of the amount. 

JBut double taxation is not the only nor the greatest evil resulting 
from this law. As a measure of political economy it is most injurious to 
the State, especially in connection with the present practice of assessing 
lands at from one-third to one-fourth of their real value. While this is 
the case capitalists, instead of loaning their money to promote com- 
merce or manufactures, or the development of the resources of the State, 
invest it in lands, and these they keep lying idle until the necessities 
of the farmer compel him to pay an exorbitant prices for them. Thus 
both the capital and the land are kept idle for years, when both should 
be employed in increasing the wealth of the State, and in diffusing that 
wealth among many families instead of a few. This practice of taxing 
lands so far below their real value suggests the necessity of a State Board 
of Equalization, whose duty it should be not only to equalize assessments 
on lands and improvements, but to equalize them with assessments on 
money at interest. He who loans his capital gives employment to 
others, and while he benefits them their labor and enterprise increase the 
wealth of the State. ^ He who invests his capital in land benefits only 
himself One increases the working capital of the State, the other 
diminishes it. Yet our laws, and still more, the practice under them, 
encourage the latter while they discourage the former. It is the business 
of the Legislature to find a remedy for these evils.

Sir: Inclosed is my industrial report of Los Angeles County for 
eighteen hundred and sixty-eight. The year has been very fkvorable 
for the agricultural and vineyard interests. A large quantity of corn 
was harvested, and a good proportion converted into bacon — by feeding 
it to hogs. The number of vines has not materially changed. Some 
wine-grape growers have added to their vineyards, while others have 
rooted up many of their vines to make way for necessary improvements, 
occasioned by the constantly increasing population ; but a far larger 

j'wJd was obtained, which has resulted m many thousands of gallons of 

w/ne more than in the previous year. 
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A new and important interest — ^that of silk — was inaugurated in the 
early part of eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, and bids fair to add 
materially to the wealth of the county. 

Capacious iron pipes aro now being laid in a large part of the city, foBi 
the better supply of that great desideratum of all populous communities, 
good and wholesome water, and constituting, also, a greater safeguard 
against the extension of fire. 

A better class of buildings, of architectural design and beauty of 
finish, is gradually taking the place of the old landmarks of the city, 
and all betokens an undoubted advancement in the prosperity of the 
county.

Sir : In conformity to the law, and in compliance with your circular, 
I herewith submit my annual and statistical report for the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine. 

The assessed value of the taxable property is a trifle less than that of 
last year. While that portion of the county adapted for grazing and 
lumbering has increased in assessed value, the mining portion has 
decreased; and the placerportion of the mines, from present appearances, 
will so continue to decreasei until worthless ; anything to the contrary 
will be an exception. Of the three quartz mills, only one has been in 
operation the past year* with fair remuneration. The other two have 
recently fallen into the hands of parties of capital and energy, and no 
doubt will, in future, yield large returns. 

The manufacture of lumber, since the survey of the land, has received 
considerable attention on the coast, and is remunerative. One steam 
mill has been built the past year, and one probably will be built the 
coming year. 

The population I classify as follows : whites, eight hundred ; Chinese, 
five hundred; Indians, twelve hundred; soldiers at Fort Gaston not 
included.

Cattle and sheep are the principal live 
stock, and are generally of the best breeds. The northern part oi the 
county is fast settling up by f&rmers and stock raisers, induced to settle 
there by the fertility of the soil and salubrity of the cJimate.

Sir: According to law, 1 hereby forward to you my statistical 
report for the year ending January first, eighteen hundred and sixty* 
nine, together with such remarks as I have deemed necessary are 
required in regard to the progress of agriculture and development of the 
resources of Monterey County. All of which is respectfuUy submitted. 

The year eighteen hundred and sixty-eight may be considered as one 
of the best for agriculture since eighteen hundred and fifty ; the harvest 
has been abundant in every locality ; the yield of grain has exceeded 
that of any previous year within the memory of the modem fiiirmer; 
copious rains falling at favorable periods, with propitious weather in the 
intervals, have amply rewarded the tiller of the soil and enhanced the 
value of land. 

Bjr referring to the statistical table \t m».y be perceived that the crops 
have been more heavy than the pTev\o\xsy^«iX.N<?\i\^V^w^\^«m%fc^aaiitied 
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as very favorablo ; in to any places wfaeat bae yielded sixty busholi to 
the acre, aud barley, eighty— the latter baa even yielded in some 
inBtanees as many as one buodred buebelB to the acre. 

The land under cultivation was seventy thousand four hundred and 
eighty-fonr acres. The prospect of good crops and ifnmigrution have 
increased the cultivated lauds in eighteen hundred and eixty-nine to 
ninety-seven thousand eight hundred and seventy-four aeres, or twenty- 
seven thousand three httndred and ninety acres more than in eighteen 
hundred and eixty*eight. Much arable land on the Salinas Plain and 
San Joan Valley m still used for grassing purposes^ and vriLl^ in courBe of 
time, likewise be improved, according to the wants of an increasing 
population. 

The %vheat crop of eighteen hundred and sixty *nine is much below the 
average, owing to the rust, which made its appearance in the early part 
of May- The cause is generally ascribed to heavy showers during the 
month of April, followed immediately by intense hot weather. The 
rains of the latter part of May were considered beneficia!, as the wheat 
fields attacked by ruat assumed a more green and healthy appearance. 
Some localities have been more affected by the blight than others. 
Lands which last year have yielded fifty bushels to the acre will scarcely 
render sixteen this year, and it Is reckenod that the wheat crop of 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine will not exceed from twenty- five to 
twenty-eight bushels to the acre, on an average. 

Barley has thrived better, although the crop will bo far below that of 
last year, probably thirty' five bushels to the acre. In every instance 
where the grain has been sown early the yield has been heavier. 

In ordinary seasons barley and oats succeeded bettor than wheat in 
most of the soil forming most of the arable land of this county. 
Farmers who this year have sown barley will still reap a reasonable 
barvest, but, unfortunately, as may be seen by the statistics, the quan- 
tity of barley sown is small in comparison with wheat. I mast also 
here remark that no regard bas been paid to the well experienced 
method of rotation of crops. 

The culture of bops has lately been undertaken. Fifty-five acres have 
yielded, in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, twelve thousand five hun- 
dred and eighty pounds. A tract of land of thirty-five acres, at the foot 
of the hills on the east side of the Salinas Plain, and in the neighbor* 
hood of the Tillage of Natividad, has rendered eight thousand pounds. 
The yield of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine promises to be handsome. 
Seven ty-two acres have been planted with hops. 

Live stock, although small in numbers, as compared to the years pre- 
vious to the great drought of eighteen hundred and sixty-three and 
eighteen hundred and sixty -four, are greatly improving. The number 
of cattle in the year eighteen hundred and sixty, according to the assess^ 
ment of that year, was sixty-nine thousand seven hundred head, and in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-five, after the droughty fourteen thousand 
three hundred and ninety-nine, being a decrease of fifty-five thousand 
three hundred and one, which last number, or most thereof, perished 
during the winter of eighteen hundred and sixty-four and eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-five. 

The loss of sheep during eighteen hundred and sixty-four was seventy- 
five thousand. 

The dairies eetablished in this county since the last three years have 
imported valuable stock. Many new dairies have been cstahlkhGd %v(\<i^ 
las J year, and arc carrying on a thrW\n£ \iM'&me'^i&. i 
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Beef oaUlo, notwitbstaodmg the large numbers jearJj ez^poried to 
aupply the 8an Francisco market, are fast increasing. 

TIjo value of real estate has greatiy risen in the market mnee the la^t 
two years, a!id owfng to the inereasing demand , may still rise higber. 
Immigration Is fkst setting in, and tracts of land for small farms are in 
domand* The owners of large tracts will find it a beneEt to cut op their 
ranehoa into parcels of from fifty to two hundred acres, and dispose oi 
thorn at fair value. Tliis will likewise tend to the prosperity and pro- 
gress of the country; farmers purehasing lands and makiog it ;' 
homes are more likely to improve the same better than the re: 
whose only interest is to endeavor to get out of the soil all it can pro- 
dueo during the term of his rent, without regard to exhaustion ; more^ 
over J while the owner of the soil is a permanent rceident, the renter is 
invariably migratory ^ and population of the first named class is what 
the coon try requires. 

The change brought about by turning some of those large tracts of 
grazing land into agricultural farm*? is visible by the fact that four towns 
or villages of some importance have sprung up in consequence, within a 
short time. The first — Castraville, near the mouth of the Salinas River 
— founded ia the year eighteen hundred and sixty -foufy contains at 
present from seven hundred to eight hundred inhabitants^ and is a thriv- 
ing place of business. The freight coming from the Salinas Valley, to he 
shipped at Moss' or Sudden's Landings, passes through that town. 

New Eepublic, on the Salinas Plain, a short dietance from Natividad, 
begun in eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, contains now about sixty 
buildings. 

Salinas City, founded In eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, has grown 
rapidly, and possesses all the elements to insure to that place a pros- 
perous future. This town is in the middle of the Salinas Plain ^ half way 
from Monterey to the Town of San Jtian, and contains already six huo- 
dred and fifty inliabitantSj exclusive of the laborers employed at har- 
vesting. 

Lastly, the Yillago of HolKster, situated on the San JuatoRancho, near 
the Town of San Juan, founded a few months agOj and containing at 
present from fifty to sixty buildings. 

Public lands have been settled on everywhere, and almost every avail- 
able spot has been taken up by pre-emption, or entered under the Statei 
Jaw- 

The extent of telegraph line in this county is about fifty*five miles. 

Fotjr newspapers are published— two at Monterey, one at San jQan 
and one at Castro ville. All are weekly. 

A railroad between Monterey and the Salinas Yallcy has been projected 
by the North Pacific Transportation Company, ^Phe euWey thereof 
has already been completed, and it is expected that the work will be 
begun shortly. The same company have built a substantial wharf at 
Monterey, intended for the embarkation of produce from the Salinas 
Valley. 

The progress of Monterey County for the last ten years may be fairly' 
indicated by the following statement of the assessed value of property 
during that period. It will be perceived that tiiere has been a decrease 
at times, owing to bad seasons, and particularly during the years of 
drought J but since the year eighteen hundred and sixty-five the increase 
has been constant and rapid :

To the last amount about forty thousand dollars is jbo be added for the 
subsequent assessments. 

A discovery has lately been made in regard to the healing qualities of 
a hot mineral spring which, although known since the early days of the 
settlement of California, has been until now unappreciated. About forty- 
five miles southeast from Monterey, in the mountains between the 
heighfs of Galiagua and San Antonio, there exists a large cave, covered 
in the inside with Indian hieroglyphics. This cave has, according to 
tradition, been occupied by Father Junipero Serra, the founder of the 
first missions in Upper California, when, with his escort, he went on 
expeditions to the rancherias in quest of proselytes. A crucifix cut in 
the walls of the cave is said to be the work of Father Juqipero himself. 
Near this cave, and in close proximity to a fine mountain stream abound- 
ing in trout, is a sulphurous spring, the temperature of which is one 
hundred and twenty degrees, Fahrenheit. This spring has lately been 
resorted to by persons afflicted with rheumatic complaints, and the 
effects, according to the testimony of those who have visited the locality, 
have been wonderful. A man afflicted for several years with chronic 
rheumatism, and who had to take daily four grains of morphine to allay 
his suffering, was, after five days using the water, greatly relieved. He 
made a second trip to the spring, and after four days stay went away so 
far cured that he has since resumed his occupations, which, for a period of 
four years, he had been obliged to abandon, and is at present able to per- 
form manual labor. 

Several jars of this water have been brought to Monterey and will be 
sent to San Francisco for analyzation. The road from Monterey to the 
place aforesaid is everything but a good one. There is an indifferent 
wagon road, terminating twenty miles distant from the spring ; the rest 
is a rugged mountain trail, but susceptible of improvement with some 
outlay. Paties have pre-empted on the spring and neighborhood, and 
are about making the necessary improvements for the reception of 
visitors. 

The whale fisheries on the Bays of Monterey and Carmelo have been 
carried on successfully this year. On the Bay of Monterey alone, forty- 
seven whales have been caught since last April, which rendered twelve 
hundred and sixty barrels, or twenty-seven thousand and ninety gallons 
of oil.

Surveyor-General : 

Sir : In compliance with the duties of^ my office, I herewith transmit 
to you my annual report of the statistics of San Bernardino County. I 
have endeavored to oe as correct as possible. The inclosed sheet will 
show the various products of the county. 

The valuation of property is a little more than last year, owing to the 
enhanced value of real estate and live stock. Although the mining 
interest of the county is rather limited, it is more promising than last 
year, there having been some new discoveries made lately at Uie head of 
Lytic Creek. The mines on Lytle Creek are paying good wages, and 
the Hydraulic Company is pushing ahead with its works, at the same 
time obtaining good pay. The quartz mining intei*est is also well 
attended to, with promising results. The San Jacinto Tin liining Com- 
pany has done a considerable amount of work in opening the claim, and 
It is considered a valuable mine, but as it is in dispute, there has been 
no work done on it for a number of months past. The lumber interest 
of our county is quite an item, there being four steam mills in success- 
ful operation, turning out about three millions of feet of lumber the pres- 
ent year, Tho estimated number of bushels of wheat raised this year 
will be About fifty thousand. 
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Sir; In contiDiiation of my report, I will say that there are in tbis 
county : Breweries, five ; gallons of beer made in eighteen hundred and 
eixty-eight^ one hundred and seventy-six thousand one hundred and 
ninety, wortb, at thirty cents per gallon, whieh is the wholesale price, 
fifty-two thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven dollars. There was of 
barley used, for brewing, nine hundred snd ten thousand pounds; hops 
used, thirteen thousand eight hundred pounds; wood consumed, eight 
hundred cords; men employed, fifteen. Tanneries, seven, making in the 
aggregate, seventy-two thousand one hundred and sixty-five dollars 
worth of leather, and employing thirty-five men. We have also now in 
operation a paper mill which makes, per day, one hundred and eighty 
reams of wrapping paper, worth ninety eents per ream, and employing 
^fifteen m^n. 

We have in course of ereetion a woollen mill, which will be at work 
next year. We have a silk factory, hat at present the machinery is in 
San Francisco, and may or may not return. They have not done ranch 
in the way of making silk yet, for the reason that the worms all died 
last year, so that tboy have not been able to get a supply of them. We 
have four foundries and machine shops, hut they are al! doing job work 
the most of the time, so that it is very hard to give the products of them. 
They employ thirty to forty men. 

I have failed to get any report from the New Almaden mine, so that I 
cannot give you the yield of qniuksilver with any degree of certainty^ 
but will say that it is, in aU probability, very much less than last year — 
»ay one-third. 

We had a distillery last year, which I am informed made over ten 
thousand gallons of brandy, but it was burnt down last spring. I do 
not know whether it will be rebuilt or not. Wo have another distillery^ 
but it is not in operation at present, and has not been tor a long time. 

This is as full a report as I have been able to gather. I am glad to 
say that the people seem to be more ready to give a statistical repor 
this year, than they were last. They seem to nuderstand the nature o^ 
and to ace the value of such a report, better this year than they did las 
year.

Sir: In compliance with law, I hereby transmit my aon a al report 
and statiBtics of thia coanty for the years eighteen hundred and sixty- 
eight and eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. 'I have ioeorporated in the 
report of statistics most of the various manufacturing intercsta of this 
connty. I omitted, however, I thinli, the breweries. There are five, 
which manufactured two thousand one hundred and twenty-five barrels 
in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight Two vessels have been built in this 
county; one at Davenport's wharf, a schooner of one hundred and twenty 
tonSj pronounced by seamen to be an A number one of its elass ; the other, 
of smaller dimensions^ built at Soquel wharf. There are six wharves and 
two landings for the shipment of the various products and manufacturer. 
I obtained from three of the wharf companies the amount shipped dar- 
ing the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, as follows : ninety-five thou- 
sand baiTels of lime; three million nine hundred thoasand feet of lum- 
ber; thirty thousand feet of laurel timber; six million seven hundred and 
twenty-five thousand shingles ; six hundred and niaety-two thousand 
shakes , six tht^usand seven hundred pickets ; eight thousand posts ; 
three thousand cords of wood; five hundred and forty-seven cases and 
eighty-six thousand six hundred and eighty-four kegs of powder j five thou- 
sand nine hundred reams of paper; three hundred and seventy- two tons 
of leather ; fifty tons of hair ; two thousand five hundred boxes of apples ] 
sixty tons of butter ; five hundred boxes of eggs; four hundred and sixty 
coop of fowls ; one thousand five hundred tons of grain. Most of the grain 
IS shipped at other points and in Monterey County. I estimated the amount 
of wheat for eighteen hundred and sixty-nine at fifteen bushels per acre^ a 
very low estimate for California (badly shrunk this year)* Bat wo may 
wonder that it is not still lower when we see bow the farmers manage. 
Crop after crop, with a very few exceptions, has been the mode of opera* 
tion These few exceptions generally have good crops, though this year it 
was a partial failure. Kailroads don't prosper much in this county* 
The onceomraenced last year remains in Uatu quo. The people of Pajaro 
Yalley need a railroad very much to get their grain to naarket, their ship* 
ping points being very rough in the winter months. It was estimated that 
the actual loss to the farmers last fall in consequence of not being able to get 
their produce to market in season, was from seventy *fivo thousand to 
one hundred thousand dollars, surely quite an item in a farming commu- 
nity. The matter has been talked of and a survey been made for a rail- 
road from Watson vi lie to Gilroy, hut not quite enough stock taken to put 
it through. The people arc beginning to see the importance of it so much 
that they will move in the matter. {Some of the large ranches are being 
eold in small farms to actual settlers, which is a great benefit to the count;^ 

If our taxes were not quite so o/ien and so much^ we might get aloug ver 

welL It is to be hoped that Congress and our own Legislature will, tbii 

rinter, improve the revenue laws so that taxes will not be so burdensome.

Sir : In compliance with the law, I herewith send you a statistical 
report of the agricultural products of the County of San Diego. In 
making my report, I have endeavored as near as possible to make it 
complete; but, owing to the continued increase of po][)ulation, I am 
entirely unable to make anything like a strictly accurate statement. 
Every valley in our county is being filled by settlers, so rapidly even, 
that every month produces a mari^ed change in numbers. Oranges, 
lemons, figs and olives, are in a thriving condition, and promise well for 
the future. Along the coast and in the mountains, fruits of all descrip- 
tions are doing well, and will shortly produce abundant harvests. We 
can boast of more improvements than have ever been known in any 
former year in the history of our county. We have now four school 
districts, having formerly but one. We have four public and two private 
sqhools. We have five churches, with but two church edifices at present ; 
more will soon be erected.

Sir : Inclosed I send my report of statistics for the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-eight. • Our Board of Supervisors will not be in session 
until the first of November, and I cannot, therefore, obtain their approval 
without delaying my report for another week. The figures returned, 
are, in the main, reliable ; and with the exception of such as relate to 
fruit trees and vines, could be but very little improved. I had intended to . 
gather many other statistics not embraced in my report, but with the 
very limited time^which I have to devote to anything outside of impera- 
tive duties, and the general inability and unwillingness of the parties to 
whom 1 have to apply for information, to give m.e auy ^at\«6wit\a\jL'^^^^*«- 



ever, I fear that I shall have to abandon tU« idea. The law relating 
the collection of stati«ttCB m particularly binding on AesosBors ; but i\n 
worst feature about it is^ that it docs not, nor cannot, accomplish the 
ptirposci for which it was designed. Men living, perhaps, ten or twenty 
miles away* happen in town, and, without having raado any preparation 
whatever, come to the office to ^ive in their lists of property. They can 
toll pretty nearly the number of horses and cows that they own, and 
think there is somewhere from ten to twenty, may be thirty, hogs. Aa 
for chickens, they can't tell anything about it; don't know whether ther^ 
are fifty or one hundred and fifty ; never bother themselves anything about 
the number of chickens. Ask about butter, eggs, treen, vitieSj and tbe 
answer is tbe same. Can't tell anything about it ; and, their team is 
standing on the street, or their neighbor at the corner below waiting, 
and they have twenty miles to drive and it is most night, etc., etc. I 
think that as often as three times ont of five, after making the raoaj 
diUigont and persistent efibrt(i to get an opinion from the parties tbe 
selves, that I have been obliged to suggest the probable number of th( 
last enumerated articles, and receiving their "Tes, I suppose 6o/^ let them 
go. With reference to acres cultivated, grain and other agricultural 
products, as well as the most kinds of live stock, I am satisfied that 
the figures are as good as could be procured, and approximate very nearly 
to actual facts. 8uch figures are more easily obtained, and regarding 
them aeof far more importance, I have made extra efi'orts to have them 
correct. By comparing the present with my reports of previous years, it 
will be seen that this county is keeping step with the music of the times, 
and is not behind her sister counties in the march of progress and pros^ 
perlty* Trusting that my report will meet with your approval

Surveyor-General : 

Sir: In conformity with an Act of the State Legislature passed in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six (see Statutes, page 201), I herewith hand 
you a statistical report of the agricultural products of the County of San 
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Francisco, together with a report of the mannfactares and mechanical 
industries of this city and county for the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-eight. 

In making up this report I regret very much to have to inform you 
that- similar reasons to which I referred in my report last year have 
almost entirely rendered the efPort to gather statistics useless. 

You will at once perceive that in many instances the report is a com- 
plete dQplicate of last year. This is owing, as 1 have said before, to the 
manifest unwillingness on the part of proprietors and others connected 
with manufacturing enterprises, who are in possession of the correct 
data, to give the same. It is evident that the gathering of statistics by 
the Assessor has a tendency to prevent the necessary facilities so import- 
ant* and desirable in carrying out the instructions of the Surveyor- 
General. 

There is evidently, a prevailing notion with many of those persons 
referred to, that a full and correct report of their manufactures, etc., 
would have an effectual tendency to increase their personal property 
tax. Hence the oft reply (in answer to statistical interrogatories) is, 
" put us down the same as last year," and hence the duplicate. 

Feeling a deep interest in a full and complete report from San Fran- 
Cisco County, I have endeavored to do all in my power to make it such. 

In many instances, when I could do no better, I have referred to the 
United States revenue returns as an assistance in the matter, but you are 
well aware that even that method would not suffice in point of accuracy. 

Early in the month of February I put one man on this work, exclu- 
sively, and have kept him continually at it up to this time. His time, as 
an Assessor, has been completely used up in what seems to me almost 
a useless work. There should be (in my judgment) a law of some force 
upon this subject, if at all the State desires information in relation to it. 

Before submitting the following list, I beg to return you my thanks 
for the prompt and official manner in which you have instructed the 
work to be done, subject to your approval ; and trust that during the 
next Legislature you may be able to secure the passage of law by which 
correct statistical information may be obtained, if it must be through 
the Assessors' department.
